ANNOUNCEMENTS  RELATING  TO  BLACK  STEM-RUST  QUARANTINE 

(NO.  38) 

HEARING  ON  STEM-RUST  QUARANTINE  TO  BE  HELD  AT  WASHINGTON,  JUNE  9 

(Press   notice) 

May  22,  1931. 

A  hearing  to  consider  revision  of  Quarantine  No.  38,  on  account  of  the  black 
stem  rust  of  grain,  will  be  held  in  Washington,  June  9,  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture announced  to-day.  Quarantine  No.  38  covers  all  the  United  States  with 
the  exception  of  the  13  grain-growing  States  engaged  in  barberry  eradication 
namely,  Colorado,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Minnesota.  Michigan,  Montana 
Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  South  Dakota,  Wisconsin,  and  Wyoming. 

The  quarantine  order  at  present  prohibits  shipment  of  rust-susceptible  bar- 
berry and  Mahonia  plants  from  the  other  States  into  the  13  barberry-eradica- 
tion States,  but  such  plants  can  be  shipped  from  one  barberry  State  to  another 
without  penalty.  It  is  now  proposed  to  include  the  13  States  with  the  35 
States  now  quarantined  and  to  restrict  also  interstate  shipments  between  the 
States  that  are  now  eradicating  barberries. 

The  hearing  will  open  at  10  a.  m.  before  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control 
Administration  and  the  Federal  Plant  Quarantine  Board  at  the  office  of  the 
administration,  1729  New  York  Avenue,  NW. 

The  plant  quarantine  officers  of  most  of  the  13  barberry-eradication  States 
organized  as  the  Central  Plant  Board,  have,  by  resolutions,  passed  at  two 
successive  sessions  of  the  board  requested  revision  of  Quarantine  No.  38. 
These  States  desire  this  because  barberry  eradication  will  not  be  completed  for 
several  years  and  there  are  still,  therefore,  susceptible  barberries  and  Mahonias 
available  for  shipment  between  these  States;  and  also  because  the  lists  of 
species  of  barberry  and  Mahonia  which  are  restricted  are  not  entirely  uniform 
in  the  13  States. 

The  States  which  are  prohibiting  the  planting  of  certain  species  of  Mahonia 
desire  to  be  protected  against  interstate  shipments  of  these  plants  from  States 
which  allow  the  growing  of  these  species. 

In  the  meantime,  investigations  by  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  have  fur- 
nished additional  information  as  to  which  species  of  barberries  and  Mahonia 
are  subject  to  black  stem  rust  infection  and  which  are  immune  or  resistant  It 
appears  necessary,  therefore,  to  revise  the  list  of  species  of  barberries  and 
Mahonia  which  are  under  restriction. 

The  number  of  species,  varieties,  and  hybrids  of  Berberis  is  so  large,  exceed- 
ing 100,  and  the  distinction  of  the  susceptible  and  immune  varieties  so'  difficult 
that  the  department  will  also  discuss  the  desirability  of  establishing  a  permit 
system  under  which  Federal  permits  would  be  issued  for  the  shipment  of 
immune  species  or  varieties  of  barberries  into  or  between  the  13  barberry 
eradication  States.  Under  this  plan,  it  is  proposed  that  nurseries  which  grow 
only  immune  species  of  Berberis  would  be  supplied  with  Federal  permits  author- 
izing the  shipment  of  such  immune  species  into  and  between  the  States  con- 
cerned. The  Japanese  barberry,  an  immune  species  planted  in  large  numbers 
throughout  the  United  States,  would  be  exempted  from  the  permit  requirement. 
Several  evergreen  species  of  Berberis  and  Mahonia  are  becoming  popular  in 
the  trade  and  it  is  believed  that  it  should  be  permissible  to  ship  into  and  plant 
in  the  grain-growing  States  such  of  these  as  are  immune  or  highly  resistant  to 
black  stem  rust  infection. 

Barberry  eradication  in  the  13  States  named  has  been  in  progress  since  1918 
and  has  resulted  in  the  destruction  of  more  than  18,000.000  common  barberry 
bushes  and  seedlings.  The  average  annual  loss  from  black  stem  rust  has 
decreased  with  steady  progress  in  the  elimination  of  the  common  barberry.  The 
black  stem  rust  of  wheat,  oats,  barley,  and  rye  overwinters  on  stubble  and 
grass  stems  and  in  the  spring  develops  spores  which  spread  to  barberry  plants.

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Rust  spots  develop  on  the  barberry  leaves  and  the  spores  produced  on  these 
leaves  spread  long  distances  to  grain  fields.  The  rust  infection  develops  and 
spreads  rapidly  in  the  grain  and  in  some  seasons  has  resulted  in  extremely 
heavy  rust  losses.  The  grain  produced  on  rust-infected  plants  is  shrivelled 
and  sometimes',  in  cases  of  heavy  infection,  is  scarcely  worth  harvesting.  In 
1916,  before  barberry  eradication  was  undertaken,  a  stem-rust  epidemic  oc- 
curred which  resulted  in  a  loss  of  wheat  estimated  at  184,208,000  bushels. 
Prior  to  that  time  similar  outbreaks  had  occurred  repeatedly,  causing  heavy 
but  not  quite  so  severe  damage. 

Since  barberry  '  eradication  has  been  under  way,  losses  from  stem-rust 
epidemics  have  been  less  severe.  In  the  case  of  wheat,  for  example,  the 
average  annual  loss  for  the  period  from  1916  to  1920  was  approximately 
57,700,000  bushels;  the  average  annual  loss  for  the  next  period,  1921  to  1925, 
was  approximately  17,867,000  bushels;  and  the  average  annual  loss  for  the 
period  1926  to  1930  was  estimated  at  9,609,000  bushels.

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  information  that  the  transportation  of  the 
various  varieties  and  species  of  the  genera  Berberis  and  Mahonia,  into  and 
between  certain  grain-growing  States  of  the  United  States  involves  risk  of 
spread  of  the  black  stem  rust  of  grains,  a  plant  disease  not  widely  distributed 
within  and  throughout  the  United  States.  It  is  necessary,  therefore,  to  give 
consideration  to  the  advisability  of  revising  Quarantine  No.  38  on  account  of 
the  black  stem  rust  (1)  by  adding  thereto  the  States  of  Colorado,  Illinois, 
Indiana,  Iowa,  Minnesota,  Michigan,  Montana,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  Ohio, 
South  Dakota',  Wisconsin,  and  Wyoming  and  (2)  by  prohibiting  or  restricting 
the  shipment  of  Berberis  and  Mahonia  plants  and  parts  thereof  between  or 
among  the  said  States. 

Notice  is,  therefore,  hereby  given  that  in  accordance  with  the  plant  quaran- 
tine act  of  August  20,  1912  (37  Stat.  315),  as  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  March  4,  1917  (39  Stat.  1134,  1165),  a  public  hearing  will  be  held 
before  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  and  the  Federal  Plant 
Quarantine  Board  at  the  offices  of  the  said  administration,  1729  New  York 
Avenue  NW.,  Washington,  D.  C,  at  10  a.  m.,  June  9,  1931,  in  order  that  any 
person  interested  in  the  proposed  extension  may  appear  and  be  heard  either 
in  person  or  by  attorney.

CHANGES  IN   GRAIN-RUST  QUARANTINE  PROPOSED  AT  PUBLIC  HEARING 

(Press  notice) 

June  9,  1931. 

A  public  hearing,  at  which  a  revision  of  the  quarantine  covering  the  black 
stem  rust  of  grain  was  discussed,  was  held  in  the  offices  of  the  Plant  Quaran- 
tine and  Control  Administration,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
to-day,  June  9.  The  desirability  of  establishing  a  permit  system,  under  which 
Federal  permits  would  be  issued  authorizing  the  shipment  of  immune  varie- 
ties of  barberry  and  Mahonia  plants  into  or  between  the  13  barberry  eradi- 
cation States,  was  also  considered.  The  proposed  changes  will  be  submitted 
to  Secretary  Hyde  for  his  approval. 

The  present  quarantine  prohibits  the  shipment  of  barberry  and  Mahonia 
plants  .from  the  Eastern,  Southern,  and  Western  States  into  13  grain-growing 
States  engaged  in  barberry  eradication :  Colorado,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Min- 
nesota, Michigan,  Montana,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  South  Dakota,  Wis- 
consin, and  Wyoming.  The  change  under  discussion  at  the  hearing  would 
provide  for  including  the  13  barberry  eradication  States  with  the  35  now  quar- 
antined and  restricting  interstate  shipments  of  these  plants  between  and 
among  the  States  which  are  now  eradicating  barberries. 
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L.  A.  Strong,  chief  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration, 
presided.  S.  B.  Fracker,  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administra- 
tion, outlined  the  department  proposals.  F.  C.  Meier,  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant 
Industry,  presented  recent  information  on  the  susceptibility  of  the  various 
kinds  of  barberry.  The  Central  States  principally  interested  were  repre- 
sented by  P.  A.  Glenn,  chief  nursery  inspector,  Urbana,  111.,  and  D.  G. 
Fletcher,  executive  secretary  of  the  conference  for  the  prevention  of  grain 
rust,  Minneapolis,  Minn.     Both  favored  the  proposed  changes. 

William  Flemer  and  Albert  F.  Meehan  represented  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  Nurserymen.  They  expressed  the  desire  of  the  nurserymen  to  coop- 
rate  with  the  grain-growing  States  in  the  protection  of  grain  against  stem 
rust  infection  and  stated  that  they  hoped  some  way  could  be  worked  out  to 
dispense  with  the  proposed  special  Federal  permit  tags. 

According  to  information  supplied  by  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  21 
species  and  varieties  of  Berberis  and  Mahonia  are  immune  or  sufficiently 
resistant  to  black  stem  rust  infection  for  distribution  in  the  spring  wheat 
area,  67  species  and  varieties  are  definitely  susceptible  to  stem  rust  attack, 
and  27  species  and  varieties  are  still  being  studied  by  the  bureau  to  deter- 
mine whether  they  can  be  planted  in  the  Central  States  without  danger  of 
spreading  stem  rust. 


BLACK  STEM-RUST  QUARANTINE   REVISED 

(Press  notice) 

June  26,  1931. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to-day  announced  a  revision  of  the  black 
stem-rust  quarantine,  effective  August  1,  1931. 

The  present  quarantine,  which  has  been  in  effect  since  May  1,  1919,  pro- 
hibits the  shipment  of  31  species  of  Berberis  and,  as  amended,  3  species  of 
Mahonia,  from  35  Eastern,  Southern,  and  Western  States  into  13  North  Cen- 
tral States  which  have  been  engaged  in  barberry  eradication  for  the  protec- 
tion of  grain  against  black  stem-rust  infection.  The  13  protected  States  are 
Colorado,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Minnesota,  Michigan,  Montana,  Nebraska, 
North  Dakota,  Ohio,  South  Dakota,  Wisconsin,  and  Wyoming.  '  The  revised 
quarantine  will  include  the  13  protected  States  with  the  35  States  and  the 
District  of  Columbia  now  covered,  and  will  restrict  the  interstate  shipment  of 
Berberis  and  Mahonia  plants  among  the  protected  States. 

Under  an  additional  change  in  the  regulations,  nurseries  which  grow  only 
immune  species  of  Berberis  and  Mahonia  will  be  supplied  with  Federal  per- 
mits for  the  shipment  of  immune  species  into  and  between  the  13  protected 
States. 

The  Japanese  barberry,  an  immune  species  planted  in  large  numbers 
throughout  the  United  States  together  with  its  horticultural  varieties  may 
be  shipped  into  and  between  the  protected  States  without  permit  or  other 
requirement. 

No  restrictions  are  placed  by  these  regulations  on  the  interstate  movement 
of  Berberis  or  Mahonia  between  the  35  Eastern,  Southern,  and  Western 
States  in  which  barberry  eradication  is  not  being  carried  on. 

Lists  of  immune  and  susceptible  species  and  varieties  can  be  obtained  by 
addressing  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration,  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture. 


REVISION  OF  QUARANTINE  AND  ISSUANCE   OF  REGULATIONS 

INTRODUCTORY    NOTE 

The  original  black  stem-rust  quarantine,  which  has  been  in  effect  since  May  1, 
1919.  has  prohibited  the  shipment  of  31  named  species  of  Berberis  and.  as 
amended,  3  species  of  Mahonia,  from  35  Eastern,  Southern,  and  Western  States 
into  13  North  Central  States  which  have  been  engaged  in  barberry  eradication 
for  the  protection  of  grain  against  black  stem-rust  infection.  The  protected 
States  are   Colorado,    Illinois.    Indiana,    Iowa,    Minnesota,    Michigan,    Montana, 
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Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  South  Dakota,  Wisconsin,  and  Wyoming.  The 
following  revision  quarantines  the  13  protected  States  in  addition  to  the  35 
States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  now  covered,  and  restricts  the  interstate 
shipment  of  Berberis  and  Mahonia  plants  and  parts  of  such  plants  capable  of 
propagation  between  or  among  the  protected  States. 

Under  an  additional  change  in  this  revision,  nurseries  which  grow  only 
immune  species  of  Berberis  and  Mahonia  will  be  supplied  with  Federal  permits 
authorizing  the.  shipment  of  such  immune  species  into  and  between  the  13  pro- 
tected States.  The  Japanese  barberry,  an  immune  species  planted  in  large 
numbers  throughout  the  United  States,  together  with  its  horticultural  varieties,, 
is  exempt  from  the  permit  requirement  and  may  be  shipped  into  and  between 
the  protected  States  without  permit  or  other  requirement.  No  restrictions  are 
placed  by  these  regulations  on  the  interstate  movement  of  any  species  or  varie- 
ties of  Berberis  or  Mahonia  between  the  35  Eastern.  Southern,  and  Western 
States  in  which  barberry  eradication  is  not  being  carried  on. 

Lists  of  immune  and  susceptible  species  and  varieties,  so  far  as  determined, 
can  be  secured  by  addressing  the  administration.

Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  38  (Revised) 
(Approved  June  24,  1931;  effective  August  1,   1931) 

I,  Arthur  M.  Hyde,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  have  determined  that,  in  order 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  a  dangerous  plant  disease  known  as  the  black  stem  rust 
{Puccinia  graminis) ,  not  heretofore  widely  distributed  within  and  throughout 
the  United  States  and  largely  brought  under  control  through  the  eradication  of 
the  various  susceptible  varieties  and  species  of  Berberis  and  Mahonia  in  the 
States  of  Colorado,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Michigan.  Minnesota,  Montana, 
Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  South  Dakota,  Wisconsin,  and  Wyoming,  it  is 
necessary  to  quarantine  all  States  of  the  continental  United  States  and  the 
District  of  Columbia,  in  order  to  prevent  the  interstate  spread  of  said  disease 
into  and  among  the  States  named. 

Now,  therefore,  under  authority  conferred  by  section  8  of  the  plant  quaran- 
tine act  of  August  20.  1912  (37  Stat.  315),  as  amended  by  the  act  of  March  4, 
1917  (39  Stat.  1134.  1165),  and  having  duly  given  the  public  hearing  required 
thereby,  I  do  quarantine  each  and  every  State  of  the  continental  United  States 
and  the  District  of  Columbia,  effective  on  and  after  August  1.  1931.  Hereafter, 
under  the  authority  of  said  act  of  August  20,  1912,  amended  as  aforesaid,  no 
plants  of  common  barberry  or  other  species  of  Berberis  or  Mahonia,  or  part 
thereof  capable  of  propagation,  shall  be  shipped,  offered  for  shipment  to  a  com- 
mon carrier,  received  for  transportation  or  transported  by  a  common  carrier, 
or  carried,  transported,  moved,  or  allowed  to  be  moved  fom  any  of  said  quar- 
antined States  or  District  into  any  of  the  protected  States,  namely,  Colorado, 
Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Montana,  Nebraska,  North  Da- 
kota, Ohio,  South  Dakota,  Wisconsin,  and  Wyoming,  nor  from  any  one  of  said 
protected  States  into  any  other  protected  State,  in  manner  or  method  or  under 
conditions  other  than  those  prescribed  in  the  rules  and  regulations  hereinafter 
made  and  in  amendments  thereto.

Rules  and  Regulations  Supplemental  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  3S 

(Revised) 

(Approved  June  24,  1931;  effective  August  1.   1931) 

Regulation  1.  Definitions 

For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations  the  following  words,  names,  and  terms 
shall  be  construed,  respectively,  to  mean  : 
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(a)  Black  stem  rust. — The  disease  known  as  the  black  stem  rust  of  grains 
(Puccinia  graminis)  in  any  stage  of  development. 

(&)  Berberis. — Any  plants,  cuttings,  stocks,  scions,  buds,  fruits,  seeds;  or 
parts  of  plants  of  any  species,  variety,  or  hybrid  of  the  genus  Berberis',  capable 
of  propagation ;  commonly  known  as  barberries. 

(c)  Mahonia. — Any  plants,  cuttings,  stocks,  scions,  buds,  fruits,  seeds,  or 
parts  of  plants  of  any  species,  variety,  or  hybrid  of  the  genera  Mahonia 
(Odostemum)  or  Mahoberberis,  capable  of  propagation-;  commonly  known  as 
Mahonias,  holly  grapes,  holly  barberries,  or  Oregon  grapes. 

id)  Inspector. — An  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

(e)  Moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate^- Shipped,  offered  for  ship- 
ment to  a  common  carrier,  received  for  transportation  or  transported  by  a 
common  carrier,  or  carried,  transported,  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  from 
one  State  or  District  of  the  continental  United  States  into  any  other  State  or 
District. 

Regulation  2.  Restrictions  on  the  Movement  of  Berberis  and  Mahonia 

(a)  No  Berberis  or  Mahonia  shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  inter- 
state from  any  State  of  the  continental  United  States  or  from  the  District  of 
Columbia  into  any  of  the  protected  States,  namely,  Colorado,  Illinois,  Indiana, 
Iowa,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Montana,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota.  Ohio,  South 
Dakota,  "Wisconsin,  and  Wyoming,  nor  from  any  one  of  said  protected  States 
into  any  other  protected  State,  unless  a  permit  shall  have  been  issued  therefor 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  except  that  no  restrictions  are 
placed  by  these  regulations  on  the  interstate  movement  of  Japanese  barberry 
(Berberis  thunbergii)  or  any  of  its  horticultural  varieties. 

(b)  No  Berberis  or  Mahonia  of  species,  varieties  or  hybrids  sufficiently  sus- 
ceptible to  infection  by  black  stem  rust,  in  the  judgment  of  the  department  to 
involve  danger  of  spread  of  the  rust  shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved 
interstate  into  any  of  the  said  protected  States,  and  no  permit  will  be  issued 
authorizing  such  movement. 

(c)  No  restrictions  are  placed  by  these  regulations  on  the  interstate  move- 
ment of  Berberis  or  Mahonia  consigned  to  destinations  located  outside  the  13 
protected  States  named  herein. 

Regulation  3.  Conditions  Governing  the  Issuance  of  Permits 

(a)  Applications. — Persons  intending  to  move  or  allow  to  be  moved  inter- 
state into  any  of  the  protected  States  any  of  the  articles  the  movement  of 
which  is  restricted  under  regulation  2,  shall  make  application  to  the  Plant 
Quarantine  and  Control  Administration,  Washington,  D.  C,  for  permit  as  far 
as  possible  in  advance  of  the  probable  date  of  shipment.  Applications  received 
after  July  l1  covering  shipments  proposed  to  be  made  during  the  same  fiscal 
year  may  be  denied  if  inspection  by  the  department  before  the  close  of  the 
active  growing  season  can  not  be  arranged.  Applicants  will  be  required  to 
agree  that  no  Berberis  or  Mahonia  susceptible  to  infection  by  black  stem  rust 
will  be  grown  in  any  nursery  or  nurseries  owned  or  controlled  by  the  applicant 
or  will  be  distributed  by  him.  The  application  shall  show  a  complete  list  of  all 
Berberis  and  Mahonia  grown  by  the  applicant  or  proposed  to  be  distributed  by 
him,  and  the  number  of  plants  of  each  species  or  variety  so  grown  or  to  be 
distributed. 

(&)  The  department  may  require  such  specimens  or  other  evidence  as  to  the 
identity  of  the  species,  varieties  and  hybrids  grown  and  may  make  such  inspec- 
tions as  may  be  necessary  to  determine  such  identity.  Permits  will  be  issued 
as  to  only  such  species  as  have  proven  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  department  not 
sufficiently  susceptible  to  infection  by  black  stem  rust  to  involve  danger  of 
spread  of  the  rust. 

(c)  Permits  will  not  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  to  destinations 
within  the  points  named  in  regulation  2  of  Berberis  vulgaris  or  any  of  its 
horticultural  varieties  or  of  any  other  species,  hybrids  or  varieties  of  Berberis 
or  Mahonia  sufficiently  susceptible  to  infection  by  black  stem  rust,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  department,  to  involve  danger  of  spread  of  the  rust. 

xAugust  1  in  the  case  of  calendar  year  1931. 
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Regulation  4.  Cancellation  of  Permits 

Permits  issued  under  these  regulations  may  be  withdrawn  or  canceled  by  the 
inspector  and  further  permits  refused,  either  for  any  failure  of  compliance 
with  the  conditions  of  these  regulations  or  violation  of  them,  or  whenever  in 
the  judgment  of  the  inspector  the  further  use  of  such  permits  might  result  in 
the  dissemination  of  Berberis  and  Mahonia  susceptible  to  infection  by  black 
stem  rust. 

Regulation  5.  Marking  Requirements 

Every  box,  bale,  or  other  container  of  restricted  articles  of  which  inspection 
is  required  by  these  regulations  shall  be  plainly  marked  with  the  name  and 
address  of  the  consignor  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee  and  shall 
bear,  securely  attached  to  the  outside  thereof,  a  valid  permit  issued  by  an 
inspector  in  compliance  with  these  regulations. 

In  the  case  of  carload  and  other  bulk  shipments,  a  valid  permit  shall  accom- 
pany the  waybills,  conductors'  manifests,  memoranda,  or  bills  of  lading  pertain- 
ing to  such  shipments;  or  in  the  case  of  truck  or  other  road  vehicle  the  permit 
shall  accompany  the  vehicle. 

Regulation  6.  Inspection  of  Restricted  Articles  in  Transit 

Any  car,  vehicle,  basket,  box,  or  other  container  moved  or  offered  to  a  com- 
mon carrier  for  shipment  interstate  which  contains  or  which  the  inspector 
has  probable  cause  to  believe  contains  articles  the  movement  of  which  is 
prohibited  or  restricted  by  these  regulations  shall  be  subject  to  inspection 
by  an  inspector  at  any  time  or  place. 

Regulation  7.  Shipments  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 

Articles  subject  to  restriction  in  these  regulations  may  be  moved  interstate 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  for  experimental  or  scientific 
purposes,  on  such  conditions  and  under  such  safeguards  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration.  The  container  of  articles 
so  moved  shall  bear,  securely  attached  to  the  outside  thereof,  an  identifying 
tag  from  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  showing  compliance 
with  such  conditions. 

These  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  August  1,  1931, 
and  shall  on  that  date  supersede  the  requirements  of  Notice  of  Quarantine 
No.  38  as  issued  on  April  15,  1919,  and  as  amended  on  December  26,  1922.

APPENDIX 

PENALTIES 


The  plant  quarantine  act  of  August  20,  1912  (37  Stat.  315),  provides  that 
no  person  shall  ship  or  offer  for  shipment  to  any  common  carrier,  nor  shall 
any  common  carrier  receive  for  transportation  or  transport,  nor  shall  any  per- 
son carry  or  transport  from  any  quarantined  State  or  Territory  or  District  of 
the  United  States,  or  from  any  quarantined  portion  thereof,  into  or  through  any 
other  State  or  Territory  or  District,  any  class  of  nursery  stock  or  any  other 
class  of  plants,  fruits,  vegetables,  roots,  bulbs,  seeds,  *  *  *  or  any  other 
article  *  *  *  specified  in  the  notice  of  quarantine  *  *  *  in  manner  or 
method  or  under  conditions  other  than  those  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture.  It  also  provides  that  any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  forge,  counterfeit,  alter,  deface,  or  destroy 
any  certificate  provided  for  in  this  act  or  in  the  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall,  upon  convic- 
tion thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $500  or  by  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  one  year,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court.

into  any  other  protected  State,  in  manner  or  method  or  under  conditions  other 
than  those  prescribed  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  to  said  quar- 
antine or  in  amendments  thereto.  Copies  of  said  quarantine  and  revised  rules 
and  regulations  may  be  obtained  from  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Ad- 
ministration, Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C.

REGULATIONS 

DISTRICT  PLANT  REGULATIONS  MODIFIED 

(Press  notice) 

April  30.  1931. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  announced  a  revision  of  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations governing  the  movement  of  plants  and  plant  products  into  and  out  of 
the  District  of  Columbia,  effective  April  30,  1931. 

Under  the  revision  annual  and  vegetable  plants,  such  as  aster,  cabbage,  and 
tomato  plants,  may  hereafter  enter  and  leave  the  District  without  inspection 
and  certification  except  such  as  may  be  required  under  the  Japanese  beetle 
regulations  and  other  special  quarantine  orders.  Hereafter  also  herbaceous 
perennial  plants,  bulbs,  and  roots  will  be  admitted  into  the  District  without 
having  been  certified  in  advance  in  the  State  in  which  they  were  produced. 
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Perennials  will  be  inspected  upon  arrival  and  if  found  free  from  injurious 
insect  pests  and  plant  diseases  delivery  to  the  addressee  will  be  permitted. 
Infested  and  infected  plants  and  plants  received  in  violation  of  Federal  quaran- 
tines are  subject  to  treatment,  destruction,  or  return  to  the  point  of  origin. 

Certification  by  the  State  plant  quarantine  inspector  of  the  State  in  which  the 
plants  were  produced  is  still  required  as  a  condition  of  entry  into  the  District 
of  Columbia  of  other  types  of  nursery  stock,  including  trees,  shrubs,  vines, 
cuttings,  etc. 

The  revision  makes  no  changes  in  the  provisions  governing  the  movement  of 
plants  and  plant  products  from  the  District  to  outside  points,  except  for  the 
exemption  of  annual  plants  already  mentioned.  Certificates  are  required  for  the 
shipment  of  herbaceous  perennials  and  of  general  nursery  stock  such  as  trees, 
shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  etc.  The  certificates  are  issued  when  the  plants  have 
been  inspected  and  have  been  found  apparently  free  from  dangerous  plant 
diseases  and  insect  infestation  and  found  to  comply  with  Federal  plant  quaran- 
tine regulations.  The  inspection  house  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  is  at 
Twelfth  Street  and  Constitution  Avenue  N\V.,  and  inspections  are  made  there. 


REVISED  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE  MOVEMENT 
OF  PLANTS  AND  PLANT  PRODUCTS  INTO  AND  OUT  OF  THE  DIS- 
TRICT OF  COLUMBIA 

(Approved  April  29,  1931;  effective  April  30,  1931) 
INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 

Important  changes  made  in  the  following  revision  of  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions governing  the  movement  of  plants  and  plant  products  into  and  out  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  include  (a)  removal  of  all  restrictions  on  annual  plants 
such  as  cabbage,  tomato,  and  aster  plants,  except  as  to  such  regulations  as 
may  be  in  effect  under  the  Japanese-beetle  quarantine  and  other  special  orders, 
and  (5.)  removal  of  the  requirements  of  certification  at  the  point  of  origin  as 
to  herbaceous  perennial  plants,  bulbs,  and  roots  entering  the  District.  The 
latter  products  will  be  inspected  upon  arrival  and  before  delivery.  Herbaceous 
perennials  and  other  nursery  stock  shipped  from  the  District  must  be  certi- 
fied before  shipment,  and  certification  at  origin  continues  to  be  required  as  a 
condition  of  the  entry  into  the  District  of  nonherbaceous  types  of  nursery  stock, 
including  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  etc.

REVISED  REGULATIONS 

I,  Arthur  M.  Hyde,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  have  determined  that,  in  order 
to  control  and  eradicate  and  to  prevent  the  dissemination  of  dangerous  plant 
diseases  and  insect  infections  and  infestations,  in,  into,  and  out  of  the  District 
of  Columbia,  it  is  necessary  to  make  and  promulgate  the  following  rules  and 
regulations : 

Now,  therefore,  under  the  authority  conferred  by  the  plant  quarantine  act 
of  August  20,  1912  (37  Stat.  315),  as  amended,  I  do  order  that  no  plants 
or  plant  products,  or  articles  whose  movement  is  restricted  by  Federal  plant 
quarantines,  shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved,  shipped,  transported,  or 
carried  by  any  means  whatever  into  or  out  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  except 
in  compliance  with  the  said  rules  and  regulations  and  such  other  rules,  regula- 
tions, and  notices  of  quarantine  as  may  be  promulgated  under  the  authority 
of  the  said  act. 

Regulation  1.  Definitions 

For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations,  the  following  words,  names,  and  terms 
shall  be  construed,  respectively,  to  mean : 

(a)  Plants  and  plant  products. — Nursery  stock,  herbaceous  perennial  plants, 
bulbs  and  roots,  annual  plants,  decorative  plant  material,  and  other  plants  and 
plant  products.

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(&)  Nursery  stock. — Field-grown  florists'  stock,  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings, 
grafts,  scions,  buds,  fruit  pits  and  other  seeds  of  fruit  and  ornamental  trees  or 
shrubs,  and  other  plants  and  plant  products  for  propagation,  except  field, 
vegetable,  and  flower  seeds,  bedding  plants,  and  other  herbaceous  plants,  bulbs, 
and  roots.  This  term  also  includes  greenhouse-grown  plants  having  a 
persistent  woody  stem,  such  as  palms  and  roses. 

(c)  Herbaceous  perennial  plants,  bulbs,  and  roots. — Plants  whose  roots  per- 
sist two  or  more  years  but  lacking  persistent  woody  stems  above  the  ground. 
This  term  includes  fibrous-rooted  perennials,  such  as  strawberry  plants  and 
phlox ;  bulbs,  such  as  narcissus  and  crocus ;  corms,  such  as  gladiolus ;  tubers, 
such  as  dahlia ;  fleshy  rhizomes,  such  as  peony,  and  persistent  perennial  green- 
house-grown plants,  such  as  ferns,  geraniums,  orchids,  etc. 

(d)  Annual  plants. — Plants  grown  from  seed  for  bloom  or  fruit  the  same 
season  and  living  only  one  year.  This  term  includes  such  plants  as  cabbage, 
tomato,  and  aster. 

(e)  Decorative  plant  material. — Cut  flowers,  evergreen  branches  or  trees 
without  roots,  such  as  Christmas  trees,  and  other  portions  of  plants 
without  roots,  free  from  soil,  and  not  intended  for  propagation. 

(f)  Quarantined  articles. — Plants,  plant  products,  and  other  articles  whose 
movement  is  restricted  by  Federal  plant  quarantines.2 

ENTRY   OF  PLANTS    AND   PLANT   PRODUCTS    INTO   THE  DISTRICT   OF  COLUMBIA 

Regulation  2.  Restrictions  on  the  Entry  of  Nursery  Stock 

(a)  No  nursery  stock  shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved,  shipped,  trans- 
ported, or  carried  into  the  District  of  Columbia  unless  there  shall  be  attached 
to  the  outside  of  the  package,  bundle,  or  other  container  thereof  a  certificate 
of  inspection  showing  that  the  nursery  or  other  premises  from  which  such  stock 
was  taken  were  inspected  within  one  year  prior  to  the  date  of  shipment,  and 
signed  by  the  State  nursery  or  horticultural  inspector  of  the  State  or  Territory 
or  country  from  which  the  plants  or  plant  products  were  shipped.  Such  pack- 
age, bundle,  or  other  container  shall  also  be  plainly  marked  with  the  name  and 
address  of  the  consignor  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee,  and  with 
the  nature  of  the  contents. 

(&)  No  package,  bundle,  or  other  container  of  nursery  stock  shall  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  consignee  in  the  District  of  Columbia  by  any  common  carrier  or 
other  person  until  its  delivery  is  authorized  by  an  inspector  of  the  Plant  Quar- 
antine and  Control  Administration. 

Regulation  3.  Control  of  Movement  of  Herbaceous  Perennial  Plants,  Bulbs, 

and  Roots 

(a)  No  herbaceous  perennial  plants,  bulbs,3  or  roots  shall  be  moved  or 
allowed  to  be  moved,  shipped,  transported,  or  carried  into  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia unless  the  package,  bundle,  or  other  container  is  plainly  marked  with 
the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor  and  the  name  and  address  of  the 
consignee,  and  with  the  nature  of  the  contents. 

(b)  No  package,  bundle,  or  other  container  of  herbaceous  plants,  bulbs,  or 
roots  shall  be  delivered  to  the  consignee  in  the  District  of  Columbia  by  any 
common  carrier  or  other  person  until  its  delivery  is  authorized  by  an  inspector 
of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration. 

Regulation  4.  Quarantined  Articles 

Articles  covered  by  special  quarantine  and  other  restrictive  orders  may  be 
admitted  only  on  compliance  with  such  orders.  If  such  articles  consist  of 
nursery  stock  or  of  herbaceous  perennial  plants,  bulbs,  or  roots,  the  said 
articles  may  be  admitted  only  on  compliance  with  the  additional  requirements 
prescribed  in  regulations  2  and  3. 

Regulation  5.  Unrestricted  Articles 

Annual  plants  and  decorative  plant  material  as  defined  in  regulation  1 ; 
domestic-grown  seeds  of  all  kinds ;  field,  vegetable,  and  flower  seeds  of  foreign

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origin ;  manufactured  plant  products ;  and  fruits,  vegetables,  cereals,  and 
other  plant  products  transported  for  food,  medicinal,  or  manufacturing  pur- 
poses ;  and  all  plant  products  not  restricted  under  regulations  2,  3,  and  4,  may 
be  admitted  into  the  District  of  Columbia  without  restriction,  except  that 
compliance  with  any  special  plant  quarantines  or  other  restrictive  orders  which 
may  be  applicable  thereto  is  required. 

Regulation  6.  Plants  and  Plant  Products  Addressed  to   the  Department  of 

Agriculture 

All  nursery*  stock,  herbaceous  perennial  plants,  bulbs,  and  roots,  annual 
plants,  decorative  plant  material,  and  other  plants  and  plant  products,  whether 
prohibited,  quarantined,  restricted,  or  unrestricted,  addressed  to  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  shall  be  delivered  only  at  the  inspection 
house  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  (Twelfth  Street  and 
Constitution  Avenue  NW. ) . 

Regulation  7.  Shipments  Which  Fail  to  Comply  With  Regulations 

(a)  Whenever  infection  or  infestation  of  any  plant  pest  or  disease  is  found 
to  exist  in  or  on  any  plants  or  plant  products  transported  into  the  District  of 
Columbia,  notice  will  be  sent  to  the  owner  or  person  in  possession  or  control 
thereof,  if  known,  and  after  an  opportunity  has  been  given  said  owner  or  per- 
son to  be  heard,  the  infected  or  infested  plants  or  plant  products  shall  be 
subject  to  destruction,  treatment,  or  return  to  the  point  of  origin  at  the 
expense  of  the  owner,  shipper,  or  common  carrier,  unless  released  by  an 
inspector  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration. 

(6)  Any  plant  or  plant  product  or  other  article  transported  into  the  District 
of  Columbia  in  violation  of,  or  without  being  in  full  compliance  with,  these 
regulations  or  any  notice  of  quarantine 4  or  any  restrictive  order  promulgated 
under  the  authority  of  the  plant  quarantine  act  of  August  20,  1912  (37  Stat. 
315),  as  amended,  or  of  any  rule  or  regulation  supplemental  to  such  quaran- 
tine or  order,  will  be  subject  to  such  seizure,  destruction,  treatment,  or  other 
disposition  as  may  be  authorized  under  the  plant  quarantine  act. 

SHIPMENT  OF  PLANTS  AND  PLANT  PRODUCTS  OUT  OF  THE  DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA 

Regulation  8.  Shipment  of  Nursery  Stock  and  of  Herbaceous  Perennial 
Plants,  Bulbs,  and  Roots 

No  nursery  stock  or  herbaceous  perennial  plants,  bulbs,  or  roots  shall  be 
moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved,  shipped,  transported,  or  carried  from  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  to  any  point  outside  thereof,  unless  a  certificate  or  permit 
shall  have  been  issued  therefor  by  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Adminis- 
tration. Each  car,  box,  bale,  or  other  container  so  shipped  or  moved  shall  have 
attached  to  the  outside  thereof  the  inspection  certificate  or  permit  required 
hereby,  and  no  common  carrier  or  other  person  shall  accept  for  shipment  or 
remove  such  article  from  the  District  of  Columbia  unless  such  certificate  or 
permit  is  so  affixed. 

Regulation  9.  Conditions  of  Certification 

Certificates  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  nursery  stock  and 
herbaceous  perennial  plants,  bulbs,  and  roots  from  the  District  of  Columbia 
when  such  articles  have  been  inspected  and  found  apparently  free  from  danger- 
ous plant  disease  infections  and  insect  infestations  and  when  such  shipment 
is  found  to  comply  in  full  with  all  quarantine  regulations  and  restrictive  orders 
which  may  be  applicable  thereto. 

Regulation  10.  Place  and  Time  of  Inspection 

Nursery  stock  and  herbaceous  perennial  plants,  bulbs,  and  roots  which  are 
to  be  shipped  out  of  the  District  of  Columbia  must  be  presented  at  the  inspec- 
tion house  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  (Twelfth  Street 
and  Constitution  Avenue  NW.)  for  inspection  at  the  time  of  shipment,  unless

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otherwise  authorized  by  an  inspector  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control 
Administration.  When  large  shipments  are  contemplated,  arrangements  may 
be  made  for  inspection  at  other  places  by  calling  National  4645,  branch  174, 
or  addressing  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration. 

Application  for  inspection  of  narcissus  bulbs.  5-leafed  pines,  currant  and 
gooseberry  plants,  and  other  articles  the  movement  of  which  is  restricted  by 
quarantine  regulations  or  other  restrictive  orders,  shall  be  made  at  a  season 
of  the  year  and  sufficiently  in  advance  of  the  contemplated  date  of  shipment  to 
provide  for  compliance  with  such  regulations. 

Regulation  11.  Quarantined  Articles 

Annual  plants,  and  decorative  plant  material  as  defined  in  regulation  1.  and 
other  articles  covered  by  special  quarantine  or  other  restrictive  orders,  may  be 
shipped  or  transported  from  the  District  of  Columbia  only,  on  compliance  with 
such  orders. 

Regulation  12.  Unrestricted  Articles 

Domestic-grown  seeds  of  all  kinds,  field,  vegetable,  and  flower  seeds  of 
foreign  origin,  manufactured  plant  products,  and  fruits,  vegetables,  cereals, 
and  other  plant  products  transported  for  food,  medicinal,  or  manufacturing 
purposes,  and  all  plant  products  not  restricted  under  regulation  8.  may  be 
shipped  or  transported  from  the  District  of  Columbia  without  restriction, 
except  that  compliance  with  any  special  plant  quarantines  or  other  restrictive 
orders  which  may  be  applicable  thereto,  is  required. 

These  revised  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  April 
30,'  1931,  and  shall  supersede  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  move- 
ment of  plants  and  plant  products  into  and  out  of  the  District  of  Columbial 
promulgated  March  29,  1929.

APPENDIX  A 

STATUTORY    PROVISIONS 

Authority  for  the  above  regulations  is  given  in  the  amendment  to  the  plant 
quarantine  act  of  August  20,  1912,  contained  in  the  act  making  appropriations 
for  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1921, 
approved  May  31,  1920.     This  amendment  was  as  follows : 

Sec  15.  That  in  order  further  to  control  and  eradicate  and  to  prevent  the  dissemina- 
tion of  dangerous  plant  diseases  and  insect  infections  and  infestations,  no  plant  or  plant 
products  for  or  capable  of  propagation,  including  nursery  stock,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
plants  and  plant  products,  shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved,  shipped,  transported, 
or  carried  by  any  means  whatever  into  or  out  of  the.  District  of  Columbia,  except  in  com- 
pliance with  such  rules  and  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture as  hereinafter  provided.  Whenever  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  after  investigation, 
shall  determine  that  any  plants  and  plant  products  in  the  District  of  Columbia  are  in- 
fested or  infected  with  insect  pests  and  diseases  and  that  any  place,  articles,  and  sub- 
stances used  or  connected  therewith  are  so  infested  or  infected,  written  notice  thereof 
shall  be  given  by  him  to  the  owner  or  person  in  possession  or  control  thereof,  and  such 
owner  or  person  shall  forthwith  control  or  eradicate  and  prevent  the  dissemination  of 
such  insect  pest  or  disease  and  shall  remove,  cut,  or  destroy  such  infested  and  infected 
plants,  plant  products,  and  articles  and  substances  used  or  connected  therewith,  which  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  nuisances,  within  the  time  and  in  the  manner  required  in  said  notice 
or  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  Whenever  such  owner  or 
person  can  not  be  found,  or  shall  fail,  neglect,  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  foregoing  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to 
control  and  eradicate  and  prevent  dissemination  of  such  insect  pest  or  disease  and  to  re- 
move, cut,  or  destroy  infested  or  infected  plants  and  plant  products  and  articles  and  sub- 
stances used  or  connected  therewith,  and  the  United  States  shall  have  an  action  of  debt 
against  such  owner  or  persons  for  expenses  incurred  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in 
that  behalf.  Employees  of  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board  are  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  inspect  places,  plants,  and  plant  products  and  articles  and  substances  used  or 
connected  therewith  whenever  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  determine,  that  such 
inspections  are  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  this  section.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying 
out  the  provisions  and  requirements  of  this  section  and  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  made  hereunder,  and  the  notices  given  pursuant  thereto,  em- 
ployees of  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board  shall  have  power  with  a  warrant  to  enter  into 
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or  upon  any  place  and  open  any  bundle,  package,  or  other  container  of  plants  or  plant 
products  -whenever  they  shall  have,  cause  to  believe  tbat  infections  or  infestations  of  plant 
pests  and  diseases  exist  therein  or  thereon,  and  when  such  infections  or  infestations  are 
found  to  exist,  after  notice  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  the  owner  or  person  in  pos- 
session or  control  thereof  and  an  opportunity  by  said  owner  or  person  to  be  heard,  to 
destroy  the  infected  or  infested  plants  or  plant  'products  contained  therein.  The  police 
court  or  the  municipal  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  have  power,  upon  informa- 
tion supported  by  oath  or  affirmation  showing  probable  cause  for  believing  that  there  exists 
in  any  place,  bundle,  package,  or  other  container  in  the  District  of  Columbia  any  plant  or 
plantproduct  -which  is  infected  or  infested  with  plant  pests  or  disease,  to  issue  warrants 
for  the  search  for  and  seizure  of  all  such  plants  and  plant  products.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Secretary  Of  Agriculture,  and  he  is  hereby  required,  from  time  to  time,  to  make  and 
promulgate  such  rules  and  regulations  as  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of 
this  section,  and  any  person  who  shall  move  or  allow  to  be  moved,  or  shall  ship,  transport. 
or  carry,  by  any  means  whatever,  any  plant  or  plant  products  from  or  into  the  District  of 
Columbia,  except  in  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  under  this 
section,  shall  be  punished,  as  is  provided  in  section  10  of  this  act. 

APPENDIX  B 

PENALTIES 

The  plant  quarantine  act  of  August  20,  1912  (37  Stat.  315).  provides  that  any 
person  who  shall  move  or  allow  to  he  moved,  or  shall  ship,  transport,  or  carry, 
by  any  means  whatever,  any  plants  or  plant  products  from  or  into  the  District 
of  Columbia,  except  in  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed 
under  this  section,  shall  be  punished,  as  is  provided  in  section  10  of  this  act. 
Section  10  states  that  any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  or  who  shall  forge,  counterfeit,  alter,  deface,  or  destroy  any  certificate  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act  or  in  the  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $500  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one 
year,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

APPENDIX  C 

DOMESTIC    PLANT   QUARANTINES   RELATING    TO   THE  CONTINENTAL   UNITED    STATES 

The  following  list  includes  domestic  plant  quarantines  issued  prior  to  March 
15,  1931.  Under  regulation  7  as  given  on  a  preceding  page  "  any  plant  or  plant 
product  or  other  article  transported  into  the  District  of  Columbia  in  violation 
of  (the  quarantines  listed  below  as  well  as  any  quarantines  issued  subsequent 
to  the  date  hereof)  *  *  *  will  be  subject  to  such  seizure,  destruction,  treat- 
ment, or  other  disposition  as  may  be  authorized  under  the  plant  quarantine  act." 
Certificates  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  from  the  District  of 
Columbia  of  articles  whose  movement  is  restricted  by  such  quarantines  only 
"  when  such  shipment  is  found  to  comply  in  full  with  all  quarantine  regulations 
and  restrictive  orders  applicable  thereto." 

Date  palms. — Quarantine  No.  6  prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and 
regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  movement  of  date  palms  and 
date-palm  offshoots  from  Riverside  County,  Calif.,  east  of  the  San  Bernardino 
meridian :  Imperial  County,  Calif. ;  Yuma.  Maricopa,  and  Pinal  Counties.  Ariz. ; 
and  Webb  County.  Tex.,  on  account  of  the  Parlatoria  scale  {Parlatoria  blan- 
cliardi)  and  the  Phoenicococcus  scale  {PJwenicococcus  marlatti) . 

Black-stem  rust. — Quarantine  No.  38.  as  amended,  prohibits  the  movement 
interstate  to  any  point  outside  of  the  quarantined  area  of  the  common  barberry 
(Berberis  vulgaris)  and  its  horticultural  varieties  as  well  as  certain  other 
species  of  Berberis  and  Mahonia.  on  account  of  the  black-stem  rust  of  wheat, 
oats,  barley,  rye,  and  many  wild  and  cultivated  grasses. 

European  corn  borer. — Quarantine  No.  43,  revised,  prohibits,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  movement  inter- 
state to  any  point  outside  of  the  quarantined  area  of  (1)  corn  and  broomcorn 
(including  all  parts  of  the  stalk),  all  sorghums,  Sudan  grass.  Lima  and  green 
shell  beans  in  the  pod,  beets  with  tops,  rhubarb,  cut  flowers  or  entire  plants  of 
chrysanthemum  and  aster,  and  cut  flowers  or  entire  plants  of  gladiolus  and 
dahlia  except  the  bulbs  and  roots  thereof  without  stems,  from  regulated  areas  in 
the  States  of  Connecticut  (eastern  section).  Maine,  Massachusetts  (eastern  sec- 
tion), New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey  (eastern  section).  New  York  (southern  sec- 
tion), and  Rhode  Island;  and  (2)  corn  and  broomcorn  (including  all  parts  of 
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the  stalk),  all  sorghums,  anxl  Sudan  grass  from  regulated  areas  in  Connecticut 
(northern  section),  Indiana,  Massachusetts  (western  section),  Michigan.  New 
Jersey  (western  section),  New  York  (northern  section).  Ohio..  Pennsylvania, 
Vermont,  and  West  Virginia. 

Gipsy  moth  and  brown-tail  moth. — Quarantine  No.  45  prohibits,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  movement  inter- 
state to  any  point  outside  of  the  infested  area,  or  from  points  in  the  generally 
infested  area  to  points  in  the  lightly  infested  area,  of  stone  or  quarry  products, 
and  of  the  plants  and  plant  products  *listed  therein.  The  infested"  area  covers 
Rhode  Island  and  parts  of  the  States  of  Connecticut,  Maine,  Massachusetts, 
New  Hampshire,  and  Vermont. 

Japanese  beetle. — Quarantine  No.  48,  revised:  (1)  Prohibits,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  move- 
ment of  farm,  garden,  and  orchard  products  of  all  kinds,  and  grain  and  forage 
crops  of  all  kinds  from  the  generally  infested  areas  to  or  through  any  point 
outside  thereof,  and  (2)  prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  movement  of  nursery,  ornamental, 
and  greenhouse  stock  and  all  other  plants,  and  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost, 
and  manure  from  the  generally  infested  areas  to  the  lightly  infested  areas  or 
from  either  the  generally  infested  areas  or  the  lightly  infested  areas  to  or 
through  any  point  outside  thereof.  The  generally  infested  areas  include  the 
State  of  New  Jersey,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  parts  of  the  States  of  Con- 
necticut, Delaware,  Maryland,  New  York.  Pennsylvania,  and  Virginia;  the 
lightly  infested  areas  include  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  and  parts  of  the  States 
of  Connecticut,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  New  York,  Pennsylvania, 
and  Virginia. 

Pink  bollworm. — Quarantine  No.  52,  revised,  prohibits,  except  as  provided  in 
the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  movement  from 
the  regulated  areas  of  Texas,  Arizona,  and  New  Mexico  of  (1)  cotton,  including 
all  parts  of  the  plant,  seed  cotton,  cotton  lint,  linters,  and  all  other  forms 
of  unmanufactured  cotton  lint,  gin  waste,  cottonseed,  cottonseed  hulls,  cotton- 
seed cake  and  meal ;  (2)  bagging  and  other  containers  and  wrappers  of  cotton 
and  cotton  products;  (3)  railway  cars,  boats,  and  other  vehicles  which  have 
been  used  in  conveying  cotton  and  cotton  products  or  which  are  fouled  with 
such  products;  (4)  hay  and  other  farm  products;  and  (5)  farm  household 
goods,  farm  equipment,  and,  if  contaminated  with  cotton,  any  other  articles. 

Satin  moth. — Quarantine  No.  53,  revised,  prohibits  the  interstate  movement 
to  points  outside  of  the  regulated  areas  in  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont, 
Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  and  Washington  .of  all  species  or 
varieties  of  poplar  and  willow  trees  or  parts  thereof  capable  of  propagation. 

Thurberia  weevil. — Quarantine  No.  61,  revised,  prohibits  the  interstate  move- 
ment of  Thurberia,  including  all  parts  of  the  plant,  from  any  point  in  Arizona, 
and  prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental 
thereto,  the  interstate  movement  from  the  regulated  area  of  Arizona  of  (1) 
cotton,  including  all  parts  of  the  plant,  seed  cotton,  cotton  lint,  linters,  and 
all  other  forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton  lint,  gin  waste,  cottonseed,  cottonseed 
hulls,  and  cottonseed  cake  and  meal;  (2)  bagging  and  other  containers  and 
wrappers  of  cotton  and  cotton  products;  (3)  railway  cars,  boats,  and  other 
vehicles  which  have  been  used  in  conveying  cotton  and  cotton  products  or 
which  are  fouled  with  such  products;  (4)  hay  and  other  farm  products;  and 
(5)  farm,  household  goods,  farm  equipment,  and  if  contaminated  with  cotton, 
any  other  articles. 

Narcissus  bulbs. — Quarantine  No.  62  prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the 
rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  movement  from 
every  State  in  the  continental  United  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  of 
narcissus  bulbs,  on  account  of  certain  injurious  bulb  pests,  including  the  greater 
bulb  fly  (Merodon  equestris  Fab.),  the  lesser  bulb  fly  {Eumerus  strigatus  Fal- 
len), and  the  bulb  eelworm  (Tylenchus  dipsaci  Kuehn). 

White-pine  blister  rust. — Quarantine  No.  63  prohibits,  except  as  provided 
in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  movement 
from  every  State  in  the  continental  United  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
of  5-leafed  pines  (Pinus)  or  currant  and  gooseberry  plants  (Ribes  and  Grossu- 
laria,  including  cultivated  or  wild  or  ornamental  sorts). 

Mexican  fruit  worm. — Quarantine  No.  64  prohibits,  except  as  provided  in 
the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  movement  from 
the  regulated  area  of  Texas  of  fruits  of  all  varieties. 
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Woodgate  rust. — Quarantine  No.  65  prohibits  the  interstate  movement  from 
the  regulated  area  in  the  State  of  New  York  of  trees,  branches,  limbs,  or  twigs 
of  Scotch  pine  (Pinus  sylvestris) ,  Canary  Island  pine  (P.  canariensis) ,  slash 
pine  (P.  carioaea),  Japanese  red  pine  (P.  densifiora) ,  Corsican  pine  (P.  nigra 
poiretiana),  stone  pine  (P.  pinea) ,  western  yellow  pine  (P.  ponderosa) ,  Monte- 
rey pine  (P.  radiata),  loblolly  pine  (P.  taeda) ,  or  Jersey  pine  (P.  virginiana), 
or  of  any  variety  thereof,  or  of  any  species  or  variety  of  hard  pine  hereafter 
found  to  be  susceptible  to  the  Woodgate  rust. 

Phony  peach  disease. — Quarantine  No.  67  prohibits,  except  as  provided  in 
the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  movement  from 
the  regulated  areas  of  Georgia  and  Alabama  of  peach  trees,  peach  roots,  nec- 
tarine trees,  nectarine  roots,  and  all  kinds  and  varieties  of  trees  or  shrubs 
grafted  or  budded  on  peach  or  nectarine  roots.

The  revision  removes  the  requirements  of  certification  at  the  point  of  origin 
as  a  condition  of  entry  of  annual,  vegetable,  and  herbaceous  perennial  plants, 
bulbs,  and  roots  into  the  District,  and  also  removes  the  requirement  of  certifi- 
cation as  to  annual  and  vegetable  plants  shipped  from  the  District.

MOTH  QUARANTINE  (NO.  45) 

GIPSY   MOTH   AND   BROWN-TAIL   MOTH    QUARANTINE    REGULATIONS    REVISED 

(Press  notice) 

May  27,  1931. 

A  revision  of  the  gipsy  moth  and  brown-tail  moth  quarantine  regulations  has 
been  announced  by  the  Secretary  of*  Agriculture,  effective  June  1,  1931.  The 
revised  regulations  modify  the  restrictions  on  the  shipment  of  Christmas  trees 
and  greenery,  forest-plant  products,  stone  and  quarry  products,  and  nursery 
stock  from  the  areas  infested  with  the  gipsy  moth  and  brown-tail  moth  in  the 
New  England  States. 

The  primary  purposes  of  the  revision  are  to  clarify  the  definition  of  restricted 
articles  and  "  to  authorize  the  recognition  of  valid  State  nursery-inspection 
certificates  as  evidence  of  freedom  from  the  gipsy  moth  and  brown-tail  moth 
with  respect  to  certain  shipments  of  deciduous  trees  and  shrubs  moving  to 
points  within  the  gipsy  moth  infested  a^reas."  Under  the  new  definition  the 
list  of  restricted  articles  includes  (1)  coniferous  trees,  such  as  spruce,  fir, 
hemlock,  pine,  juniper  (cedar),  and  arborvitae  (white  cedar),  without  roots, 
known  and  described  as  "  Christmas  trees."  and  parts  thereof,  and  parts  of 
evergreen  decorative  plants,  such  as  boxwood,  holly,  and  laurel;  (2)  forest- 
plant  products,  including  logs,  tanbark,  posts,  poles,  car  stakes,  railroad  ties, 
cordwood,  and  lumber;  (3)  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  and  all  plants  having  per- 
sistent woody  stems,  and  parts  thereof,  excepting  seeds  and  fruit;  and  (4)  stone 
or  quarry  products. 

Under  another  change  of  interest  to  shippers,  the  embargo  which  has  been 
in  effect  for  several  years  against  the  interstate  movement  from  the  generally 
infested  areas  of  certain  classes  of  Christmas  greens,  such  as  holly  and  laurel. 
is  removed  and  inspection  of  such  greenery  is  authorized. 

The  shipment  of  Christmas  trees  from  New  England  will  be  limited  as  here- 
tofore to  trees  cut  in  sections  outside  the  areas  generally  infested  with  the 
gipsy  moth. 

The  regulations  as  a  whole  have  been  rearranged  somewhat  to  conform  with 
the  plan  now  in  use  under  other  domestic  quarantines  and  to  describe  more 
accurately  present  practice  in  the  administration  of  the  quarantine.  No 
change  is  made  in  the  boundaries  of  the  regulated  areas. 


GIPSY   MOTH   AND   BROWN-TAIL  MOTH   QUARANTINE    (QUARANTINE   NO.   45) 

Revision  of  Regulations 

introductory  note 

The  following  revision  of  the  gipsy  moth  and  brown-tail  moth  quarantine 
regulations  is  issued  primarily  to  clarify  the  definition  of  restricted  articles, 
and  to  authorize  the  recognition  of  valid  State  nursery  inspection  certificates  as 
evidence  of  freedom  from  the  brown-tail  moth  with  respect  to  certain  ship- 
ments of  deciduous  trees  and  shrubs  moving  to  points  within  the  gipsy-moth 
infested  areas.  The  embargo  against  the  interstate  movement  from  the  gen- 
erally infested  area  of  certain  classes  of  Christmas  greenery,  such  as  holly 
and  laurel,  is  removed  and  inspection  of  such  greenery  authorized,  although 
the  interstate  movement  of  Christmas  trees  and  boughs  from  that  area  is  still 
prohibited.  The  regulations  have  also  been  rearranged  to  conform  with  the 
plan  now  in  use  under  other  domestic  quarantines,  and  to  describe  more 
accurately  present  practice  in  the  administration  of  this  quarantine.  No  change 
is  made  in  the  boundaries  of  the  regulated  areas.

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and  the  brown-tail  moth  (Euproctis  chrysorrhoea) — not  heretofore  widely  dis- 
tributed within  and  throughout  the  United  States,  exist  in  parts  of  the  follow- 
ing States,  to  wit :  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Rhode 
Island,  and  Connecticut. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  C.  F.  Marvin,  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  under 
the  authority  conferred  by  section  8  of  the  plant  quarantine  act  of  August  20, 
1912  (37  Stat.  315),  as  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  4,  1917 
(39  Stat.  1134,  1165),  do  hereby  quarantine  the  States  of  Maine,  New  Hamp- 
shire, Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  and  Connecticut,  and  by  this 
Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  45  do  order  that  (1)  coniferous  trees,  such  as  spruce, 
fir,  hemlock,  pine,  juniper  (cedar),  and  arborvitse  (white  cedar),  known  and 
described  as  "  Christmas  trees,"  and  parts  thereof,  and  decorative  plants,  such 
as  holly  and  laurel,  known  and  described  as  ''Christmas  greens  or  greenery;  " 
(2)  forest-plant  products,  including  logs,  tanbark,  posts,  poles,  car  stakes, 
railroad  ties,  cordwood,  and  lumber  ;  (3)  field-grown  florists'  stock,  trees,  shrubs, 
vines,  cuttings,  and  other  plants  and  plant  products,  excepting  fruit  pits,  seeds 
of  fruit  and  ornamental  trees  and  shrubs,  field,  vegetable,  and  flower  seeds, 
bedding  plants,  and  other  herbaceous  plants  and  roots;  and  (4)  stone  or  quarry 
products,  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed  to  move  interstate  from  any  of  said' 
States  in  manner  or  method  or  under  conditions  other  tban  those  prescribed, 
in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  hereto.

Regulation  1.  Definitions 

For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations  the  following  words,  names,  and  terms" 
shall  be  construed,  respectively,  to  mean : 

(a)   Gipsy  moth:  The  insect  known  as  the  gipsy  moth  (Porthetria  dispar). 

(&)  Brown-tail  moth:  The  insect  known  as  the  brown-tail  moth  (Nygmia 
phaeorrhoea,  formerly  referred  to  as  Euproctis  chrysorrhoea) . 

(c)  Quarantined  area:  Any  State  quarantined  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
upon  determination  by  him  that  either  the  gipsy  moth  or  the  brown-tail  moth, 
or  both,  exist  therein. 

(d)  Regulated  area:  The  entire  area  comprised  of  portions  of  the  quarantined 
States  now  or  hereafter  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  regulated 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  gipsy  moth  or  brown-tail  moth,  or  both,  therefrom, 

(e)  Generally  infested  area:  The  entire  area  comprised  of  portions  of  the 
quarantined  States  now  or  hereafter  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
as  generally  infested  with  the  gipsy  moth. 

(f )  Lightly  infested  area:  The  entire  area  comprised  of  portions  of  the  quar- 
antined States  now  or  hereafter  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as 
lightly  infested  with  the  gipsy  moth. 

(g)  Broicn-t ail-moth  infested  area:  The  entire  area  comprised  of  portions  of 
the  quarantined  States  now  or  hereafter  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture as  infested  with  the  brown-tail  moth. 

(h)  Restricted  articles:  (1)  Coniferous  trees,  such  as  spruce,  fir,  hemlock, 
pine,  juniper  (cedar),  and  arborvitie  (white  cedar)  without  roots,  known  and 
described  as  "  Christmas  trees,"  and  parts  thereof,  and  parts  of  evergreen  deco- 
rative plants,  such  as  boxwood,  holly,  and  laurel;  (2)  forest-plant  products, 
including  logs,  tanbark,  posts,  poles,  car  stakes,  railroad  ties,  cordwood,  and 
lumber;  (3)  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  and  all  plants  having  persistent  woody  stems, 
and  parts  thereof,  excepting  seeds  and  fruit;  and  (4)  stone  or  quarry  products. 

(i)  Moved  or  allowed  to  oe  moved  interstate:  Shipped,  offered  for  shipment  to 
a  common  carrier,  received  for  transportation  or  transported  by  a  common  car- 
rier, or  carried,  transported,  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  from  one  State  or 
Territory  or  District  of  the  United  States  into  or  through  any  other  State  or 
Territory  or  Distict. 

(;')  Inspector:  An  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.

Regulation  2.  Limitation  of  Restrictions  to  Regulated  Areas 

Conditioned  upon  the  State  concerned  providing  for  and  enforcing  such  con- 
trol measures  with  respect  to  the  regulated  areas  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  Agriculture  shall  be  deemed  adequate  to  prevent  the  spread-  of  the

Regulation  4.  Extension  or  Reduction  of  Regulated  Areas 

The  regulated  areas  designated  in  regulation  4  may  be  extended  or  reduced 
as  may  be  found  advisable  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  Due  notice 
of  any  extension  or  reduction  and  the  areas  affected  thereby  will  be  given  in 
writing  to  the  transportation  companies  doing  business  in  or  through  the 
States  in  which  such  areas  are  located  and  by  publication  in  one  or  more 
newspapers  selected  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  within  the  States  in 
which  the  areas  affected  are  located. 

Regulation  5.  Control  of  Movement  of  Restricted  Articles 

(1)  Certification  required. — No  restricted  articles  as  defined  in  regulation  1 
shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from  the  regulated  areas 
to  or  through  any  point  outside  thereof,  nor  from  the  generally  infested  to  the 
lightly  infested  area,  unless  and  until  a  certificate  or  permit  shall  have  been 
issued   therefor  by   an   inspector. 

(2)  Christmas  trees  and  evergreen  boughs. — Coniferous  trees,  such  as  spruce, 
fir,  hemlock,  pine,  juniper  (cedar),  and  arborvitse  (white  cedar)  without  roots, 
known  as  described  as  "  Christmas  trees,"  and  parts  thereof  over  1  foot  in 
length,  originating  in  the  generally  infested  area,  shall  not  be  moved  or 
allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  to  any  point  outside  of  such  area  and  no 
certificate  or  permit  will  be  issued  authorizing  such  movement.  Such  articles 
which  have  originated  in  the  lightly  infested  area  may  be  shipped  interstate 
from  the  generally  infested  area  under  the  inspection  and  certification  pre- 
scribed in  paragraph    (1)    hereof.

(3)  Shipments  from  brown-tail  moth  infested  area. — No  deciduous  trees  or 
shrubs,  or  such  branches  or  other  parts  thereof  as  bear  leaves,  shall  be  moved 
or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from  the  area  designated  as  infested  by 
the  brown-tail  moth  to  any  point  outside  thereof  unless  and  until  a  certificate 
or  permit  shall  have  been  issued  therefor  by  an  inspector,  except  that  as 
to  such  movement  wholly  within  the  generally  infested  gipsy  moth  area  or 
wholly  within  the  lightly  infested  gipsy  moth  area,  or  from  the  lightly  infested 
to  the  generally  infested  gipsy  moth  area,  a  valid  State  nursery  inspection  cer- 
tificate of  the  State  from  which  the  shipment  is  made  may  be  substituted  for 
such  Federal  certificate  or  permit. 

(4)  Shipments  within  regulated  areas  unrestricted. — Other  than  as  pre- 
scribed in  paragraph  (3)  hereof,  and  in  regulation  9,  no  restrictions  are  placed 
by  these  regulations  on  the  interstate  movement  of  restricted  articles  wholly 
within  the  generally  infested  area  or  wholly  within  the  lightly  infested  area 
or  from  the  lightly  infested  area  to  the  generally  infested  area. 

(5)  Cut  flowers. — Greenhouse-grown  cut  flowers  of  woody  plants,  may  be 
shipped  interstate  without  inspection  or  certification  on  condition  that  each 
box  or  package  thereof  is  plainly  labeled  to  show  that  the  contents  were 
greenhouse-grown.    - 

(8)  Herbaceous  plants  unrestricted. — No  restrictions  are  placed  by  these 
regulations  on  the  interstate  movement  of  strawberry  plants,  or  of  other 
herbaceous  annual  or  perennial  plants  or  parts  thereof. 

Regulation   6.  Conditions  Governing  the  Issuance  of  Certificates 

(a)  Application;  assembly  of  articles  for  inspection. — Persons  intending  to 
move  or  allow  to  be  moved  restricted  articles  interstate  shall  make  application 
therefor  as  far  as  possible  in  advance  of  the  probable  date  of  shipment.  Appli- 
cations must  show  the  nature  and  quantity  of  the  plants  or  plant  products  or 
stone  or  quarry  products  it  is  proposed  to  move,  together  with  their  exact 
location,  and,  if  practicable,  the  contemplated  date  of  shipment.  Applicants 
for  inspection  will  be  required  to  assemble  or  indicate  the  articles  to  be  shipped 
so  that  they  can  be  readily  examined  by  the  inspector.  If  not  so  placed,  inspec- 
tion will  be  refused.  Articles  to  be  inspected  must  be  free  from  ice  and  snow 
and  in  condition  to  make  inspection  easily  practicable. 

(b)  Nursery-grown  stock. — With  respect  to  nursery-grown  stock,  Federal 
inspection  and  the  issuance  of  Federal  certificates  authorizing  the  interstate 
movement  of  nursery  products  will  be  conditioned  on  the  presentation  of  a 
valid  State  certificate  stating  that  the  nursery  in  question  has  been  inspected 
by  a  State  nursery  inspector  and  certifying  that  it  is  apparently  free  from 
infestation  with  gipsy  and- brown-tail  moths.  Such  State  certification  shall  be 
renewed  each  year,  shall  be  based  on  an  inspection  made  as  promptly  as 
practicable  after  the  egg-laying  period  of  the  gipsy  moth,  and  shall  be  valid 
for  the  purpose  of  Federal  certification  until  the  following  egg-hatching  period, 
except  that,  pending  reinspection,  shipments  may  be  inspected  and  certified  for 
interstate  movement  on  the  basis  of  the  State  certification  of  the  preceding 
year.  Whenever  any  nursery  or  independent  unit  thereof  in  the  regulated 
area,  or  any  shipment  therefrom,  is  reported  by  a  State  inspector  to  be  appreci- 
ably infested  with  either  the  gipsy  moth  or  the  brown-tail  moth,  or  whenever 
such  infestation  is  determined  by  a  Federal  inspector  on  his  examination  of 
material  offered  for  shipment,  further  certification  for  interstate  movement  from 
such  nursery,  or  independent  unit  thereof,  will  be  refused  until  such  nursery 
has  been  freed  from  infestation  and  has  been  again  inspected  and  certified  by 
the  State  to  be  apparently  clean.5  During  the  larval  period  of  the  gipsy  moth 
all  nursery  stock  shall  be  assembled  for  the  examination  of  the  Federal 
inspector,  and  if  passed  by  him  as  free  from  any  infestation,  either  by  egg 
masses  or  wind-blown  larvae,  it  may  then  be  lined  up  and  thoroughly  sprayed 
under  the  direction  of  and  in  manner  and  method  satisfactory  to  the  said 
inspector,  who  will  certify  each  shipment  as  having  been  thus  inspected  and 
treated. 

(c)  Native  trees  and  shrubs. — With  respect  to  living  trees  and  plants  not 
grown  in  nurseries,  inspection  and  certification  for  interstate  movement  will  be 
conditioned  upon  the  presentation  of  a  statement  by  the  applicant  indicating

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the  exact  source  of  such  trees  and  plants,  and  in  addition  to  such  statement,  if 
dug  on  land  other  than  the  property  of  the  applicant,  a  permit  from  the  owner 
of  the  said  land  authorizing  such  digging,  provided  such  permit  is  required 
under  the  law  of  the  State  wherein  the  land  is  situated.  If  the  inspection  of 
the  trees  or  plants  intended  for  shipment  discloses  infestation  with  either  the 
gipsy  moth  or  brown-tail  moth,  certification  will  be  refused  as  to  the  intended 
shipment  and  as  to  other  similar  shipments  of  trees  or  plants  originating  on. 
the  same  property  or  in  the  same  locality. 

(d)  Forest  products  and  stone  and  quarry  products. — Certificates  of  inspec- 
tion authorizing  the  interstate  movement  of  forest  products  and  stone  and 
quarry  products  may  be  issued  under  either  of  the  following  conditions:  (1) 
When  the  articles  to  be  shipped  have  actually  been  inspected  and  found  free 
from  infestation;  or  (2)  when  the  articles  have  been  disinfected  under  the 
supervision  of  an  inspector  in  such  a  manner  as  to  eliminate  all  risk  of  infesta- 
tion. With  respect  to  quarries,  and  with  respect  to  yards  or  other  places  where 
forest  products  are  assembled  for  shipment,  as  a  condition  of  inspection  and 
certification,  the  premises  or  surroundings  of  such  places  shall  be  cleaned  up 
and  kept  free  from  gipsy-moth  infestationv 

(e)  Charges  for  storage,  etc. — All  charges  for  storage,  cartage,  and  labor  inci- 
dent to  inspection  or  disinfection  other  than  the  services  of  the  inspectors  shall 
be  paid  by  the  shipper. 

(f)  Use  of  certificates. — Certificates  of  inspection  will  be  issued  only  for 
plants  and  plant  products  and  stone  or  quarry  products  which  are  free  from 
infestation  by  the  gipsy  moth  and  the  brown-tail  moth  and  have  been  so  deter- 
mined by  an  inspector.  The  use  of  such  certificates  in  connection  with  plants 
and  plant  products  and  stone  or  quarry  products  which  are  not  in  compliance 
with  these  regulations  is  unlawful. 

Regulation  7.  Conditions  Governing  the  Issuance  of  Permits  Without 

Inspection 

Permits  authorizing  the  interstate  movement  of  restricted  articles  may  be 
issued  (1)  when  such  products  have  been  grown,  or  manufactured,  processed, 
and  stored  in  such  a  manner  that,  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector,  no  infesta- 
tion could  be  transmitted,  and  (2)  when  such  products  originate  outside  of  the 
infested  areas  and,  while  within  the  infested  area,  have  been  stored  and  safe- 
guarded in  such  a  manner  that,  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector,  no  infesta- 
tion could  be  transmitted.  Permits  will  be  issued  only  for  plants  and  plant 
products  and  stone  or  quarry  products  which  are  not.  infested  with  the  gipsy 
moth  or  brown-tail  moth. 

Regulation  8.  Marking  Requirements 

Every  box,  bale,  or  other  container  of  restricted  articles  of  which  inspection 
is  required  by  these  regulations  shall  be  plainly  marked  with  the  name  and 
address  of  the  consignor  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee  and  shall 
bear  securely  attached  to  the  outside  thereof  the  proper  certificate  or  permit 
issued  by  an  inspector  in  compliance  with  these  regulations. 

In  the  case  of  carload  and  other  bulk  shipments,  the  proper  certificate  or 
permit  shall  accompany  the  waybills,  conductors'  manifests,  memoranda,  or 
bills  of  lading  pertaining  to  such  shipments;  or  in  the  case  of  truck  or  other 
road  vehicle  the  certificate  or  permit  shall  accompany  the  vehicle. 

Regulation  9.  Thorough  Cleaning   Required  of   Cars,   Boats,   and  Other 
Vehicles  Before  Moving  Interstate 

Cars,  boats,  and  other  vehicles  which  have  been  used  in  transporting  re- 
stricted articles  within  the  regulated  areas  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed  to 
move  interstate  until  the  same  shall  have  been  thoroughly  swept  out  and 
cleaned  by  the  carrier  at  the  point  of  unloading  or  destination  of  all  litter  and 
rubbish  from  such  regulated  articles.  No  litter,  rubbish,  or  refuse  from  any 
such  restricted  articles  shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  move  interstate. 

Regulation  10.  Inspection  in  Transit 

Any  car,  vehicle,  basket,  box,  or  other  container  moved  interstate  or  offered 
to  a  common  carrier  for  shipment  interstate,   which  contains   or   which   the 
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inspector  has  probable  cause  to  believe  contains  articles  the  movement  of  which 
is  prohibited  or  restricted  by  these  regulations,  shall  be  subject  to  inspection 
by  an  inspector  at  any  time  or  place. 

Regulation  11.  Cancellation  of   Certificates   and  Permits 

Certificates  and  permits  issued  under  these  regulations  may  be  withdrawn 
or  canceled  by  the  inspector  and  further  certification  refused;  either  for  any 
failure  of  compliance  with'  the  conditions  of  these  regulations  or  violation  of 
them,  or  whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  the  further  use  of  such 
certificates  might  result  in  the  dissemination  of  infestation. 

Regulation  12.  Shipments  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 

Articles  subject  to  restriction  in  these  regulations  may  be  moved  interstate 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  for  experimental  or  scientific 
purposes,  on  such  conditions  and  under  such  safeguards  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration.  The  container  of  articles 
so  moved  shall  bear,  securely  attached  to  the  outside  thereof,  an  identifying 
tag  from  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  showing  compliance 
with  such  conditions. 

These  revised  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  June  1, 
1931,  and  shall  supersede  the  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  September  6, 
1928.

PENALTIES 

The  plant  quarantine  act  of  August  20,  1912  (37  Stat.  315),  provides  that 
no  person  shall  ship  or  offer  for  shipment  to  any  common  carrier,  nor  shall 
any  common  carrier  receive  for  transportation  or  transport,  nor  shall  any  person 
carry  or  transport  from  any  quarantined  State  or  Territory  or  District  of  the 
United  States,  or  from  any  quarantined  portion  thereof,  into  or  through  any 
other  State  or  Territory  or  District,  any  class  of  nursery  stock  or  any  other 
class  of  plants,  fruits,  vegetables,  roots,  bulbs,  seeds,  *  *  *  or  any  other 
article  *  *  *  specified  in  the  notice  of  quarantine  *  *  *  in  manner  or 
method  or  under  conditions  other  than  those  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture.  It  also  provides  that  any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  forge,  counterfeit,  alter,  deface,  or  destroy 
any  certificate  provided  for  in  this  act  or  in  the  regulations  of  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall,  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $500  or  by  imprisonment 
not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court.

The  effect  of  the  revision  is  to  clarify  the  defini- 
tion of  restricted  articles,  modify  the  conditions  under  which  deciduous  trees 
and  shrubs  may  be  shipped  interstate  within  the  New  England  States,  and 
authorize  the  shipment,  under  inspection  and  certification,  of  certain  classes  of 
Christmas  greenery  such  as  holly  and  laurel,  from  the  areas  generally  infested 
with  the  gipsy  moth  to  outside  points.

LIST  OF  PLANTS  EXEMPT  FROM  GIPSY  MOTH  CERTIFICATION  REQUIREMENTS 
UNDER  QUARANTINE  NO.  45 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 313.  June  19,  1931. 

Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  45  limits  the  classes  of  nursery  stock  for  which 
gipsy  moth  and  brown-tail  moth  certification  is  required  to  "  trees,  shrubs,  vines, 
and  all  plants  having  persistent  woody  stems,  and  parts  thereof,  except  seeds 
and  fruit."  Strawberry  and  other  herbaceous  annual  and  perennial  plants  and 
cut  flowers  of  woody  plants  when  the  container  is  plainly  labeled  to  show  that 
the  contents  were  greenhouse  grown  are  also  exempt  under  the  regulations. 

In  interpreting  these  provisions  the  following  plants,  on  which  doubt  may 
arise,  are  considered  as  not  having  such  persistent  woody  stems  within  the 
.meaning  of  this  regulation,  and  are  therefore  exempt  from  the  requirements  of 
certification :

DIRECTIONS  FOR  TREATMENT   OF   DIFFERENT  PLANTS 

Supplementing  the  instructions  issued  to  administration  inspectors  on  April 
16,  1929  (P.  Q.  C.  A. — 224),  section  B,  Hardy  herbaceous  plants,  of  subdivision 
IV  of  those  instructions  is  amended  to  revise  the  lists  to  which  the  (a)  root 
washing,  and  (b)  hot  water,  treatments,  respectively,  are  applicable.  The 
changes  are  based  on  evidence  derived  from  additional  field  experience  as  to 
the  reaction  of  certain  perennial  plants  to  such  treatments  in  commercial 
practice.  Pages  41  to  50  of  P.  Q.  C.  A. — 224  are  accordingly  modified  and 
copies  of  the  revised  sheets  are  attached.

The  nurseryman  who  desires  to  ship  potted  plants  should  take  every  precau- 
tion to  have  both  soil  and  plants  free  of  infestation  at  the  time  of  potting. 
After  potting,  the  plants  should  be  grown  in  properly  protected  frames  or 
houses,  to  prevent  infestation. 
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B. HARDY  HERBACEOUS  PLANTS 

Many  hardy  herbaceous  plants  may  be  disinfected  in  commercial  nurseries 
while  in  storage  during  the  dormant  season.  These  plants  may  be  divided  into 
three  groups,  according  to  the  method  by  which  they  should  be  treated. 

Washing  the  roots. — Infestations  can  be  removed  safely  from  some  species 
only  by  washing  all  the  soil  from  their  roots.  Among  these  species  are  the 
following :

Small  fruits. — The  only  small  fruit  which  has  been  treated  is  the  cultivated 
bluberry,  Vacdnium  spp.,  which  can  be  disinfected  by  submerging  the  roots 
in  hot  water  while  the  plants  are  dormant. 

C. DECIDUOUS    ORNAMENTAL    SHRUBS 

The  soil  about  the  roots  of  deciduous  shrubs  can  be  disinfected  safely  only 
when  the  plants  are  dormant.  In  this  state  they  can  be  treated  successfully 
by  washing  the  soil  from  the  roots,  by  dipping  in  dilute  carbon  disulfide  emul- 
sion, or  by  treating  with  carbon  disulfide  emulsion  in  the  field.  The  following 
species  of  shrubs  may  be  treated  in  this  manner :

ISSUES  MEMORIAL  DAY  REMINDER   ON   JAPANESE   BEETLE    QUARANTINE 

(Press  notice) 

May  23,  1931. 

Special  arrangements  are  being  made  to  facilitate  the  movement  of  potted 
plants  for  Memorial  Day.  according  to  a  statement  issued  to-day  by  L.  A. 
Strong,  Chief  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  administration,  Mr.  Strong  says,  desires  to  extend  every  consideration 
to  those  moving  plant  products  on  special  occasions  and,  indeed,  throughout  the 
year,  but  it  also  wishes  to  emphasize  that  strict  adherence  to  the  requirements 
of  the  Federal  quarantine  on  account  of  the  Japanese  beetle  is  essential  to  the 
protection  of  uninfested  sections  of  the  country. 

Under  the  quarantine  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  Japanese  beetle  Federal 
certification  is  required  throughout  the  year  for  any  plant  shipments  out  of 
the  area  regulated  on  account  of  the  Japanese  beetle  or  out  of  the  generally 
infested  to  lightly  infested  areas.  It  is,  therefore,  necessary  to  obtain  a  cer- 
tificate or  permit  for  plants  which  are  to  be  moved  out  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  or  Arlington  County.  Va.,  both  of  which  are  generally  infested.  Plants 
may  be  moved  between  the  District  and  Arlington  County  without  a  permit. 
Another  generally  infested  area  extends  from  Baltimore,  Md.,  to  New  Haven, 
Conn.,  and  westward  to  central  Pennsylvania.  The  lightly  infested  areas  in- 
clude the  State  of  Rhode  Island  and  parts  of  Virginia,  Maryland,  Delaware, 
Pennsylvania,  New  York,  Connecticut,  and  Massachusetts. 

Restrictions  on  cut  flowers  do  not  become  effective  under  the  Japanese  beetle 
quarantine  regulations  until  the  15th  of  June.  Cut  flowers  may,  therefore,  be 
shipped  or  carried  in  cars  for  use  on  Memorial  Day  without  Federal  certifica- 
tion under  these  regulations.  Those  who  wish  to  ship  the  cut  flowers  of  shrubs 
such  as  roses  and  lilacs  from  the  New  England  States  or  greenhouse-grown 
gladiolus  from  New  England  or  from  the  vicinity  of  New  York  City  should 
get  information  in  regard  to  the  special  requirements  under  other  plant  quar- 
antines as  to  moving  these  flowers  from  that  area. 

Mr.  Strong  informs  those  who  wish  to  carry  or  transport  potted  plants 
across  Japanese  beetle  quarantine  lines  that  the  most  convenient  way  to 
arrange  for  certification  is  through  the  florist  or  dealer  from  whom  the  plants 
are  obtained.  While  the  plants  are  in  the  possession  of  the  grower  or  florist 
establishment  it  is  possible  for  department  inspectors  to  determine  the  condi- 
tions under  which  they  were  grown  and  the  possibility  of  Japanese  beetle  in- 
festation. Plants  of  unknown  origin  or  those  raised  by  private  individuals  in 
generally  infested  areas  may  be  certified  only  after  all  soil  is  removed.  Dealers 
are  usually  acquainted  with  the  location  of  the  nearest  inspection  office  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  if  the  plants  have  been  protected  from 
infestation,  can  obtain  certificates  or  permits  where  needed.  Those  desiring 
to  ship  or  transport  plants  under  these  conditions  are  advised  to  ascertain 
before  the  plants  are  purchased  whether  certificates  can  be  obtained.     Potted 
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plants  with  soil  can  not  be  certified  on  the  basis  of  inspection  at  the  time  of 
shipment. 

The  department  requests  florists  and  dealers  in  certified  plants  to  make  in- 
quiry as  to  the  destination  of  purchases  likely  to  be  transported  from  the 
restricted  zones  and  furnish  Japanese  beetle  certification  when  required.  All 
interested  nurserymen,  greenhousemen,  and  florists  are  furnished  with  printed 
quarantine  regulations  and  maps  showing  the  areas  affected  by  the  quar- 
antine. Quarantine  information  is  also  available  at  all  post  offices  within, 
the  areas  under  regulation  or  may  be  obtained  by  addressing  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  at  Washington.  *  - 


JAPANESE  BEETLE  QUARANTINE  REGULATIONS  MODIFIED 

(Press  notice) 

May  26.  1931. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  announced  an  amendment  to  the  Japanese 
beetle  quarantine  regulations,  modifying  the  plan  of  classification  of  nurseries, 
greenhouses,  and  other  premises  concerned  in  the  movement  of  nursery  and 
ornamental  stock.  The  amendment  is  to  become  effective  June  15,  1931. 

As  a  basis  for  the  issuance  of  Japanese  beetle  inspection  certificates  in  the 
past,  nurseries  and  greenhouses  have  been  divided  into  Classes  I,  II,  and  III. 
Essentially  Class  I  has  consisted  of  premises  more  than  a  mile  from  an  infesta- 
tion ;  Class  II,  of  premises  as  yet  uninfested  but  within  a  mile  of  which  Japanese 
beetles  have  been  collected ;  and  Class  III,  of  infested  premises,  or  premises 
within  500  feet  of  which  Japanese  beetles  have  been  found.  The  restrictions  on 
Class  II  involved  repeated  diggings  on  the  premises  to  determine  whether  the 
larvae  of  Japanese  beetles  were  present,  the  removal  of  soil  partially  or  entirely 
from  plants  to  be  shipped  to  uninfested  sections,  the  screening  of  coldframes, 
and  the  lead  arsenate  treatment  of  beds  in  which  potted  plants  are  plunged 
during  the  fall,  winter,  or  spring. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  in  the  administration  of  these  requirements  no  larval 
infestation  has  been  found  in  nurseries  or  greenhouses  prior  to  the  collection 
of  adult  Japanese  beetles,  either  on  the  premises  or  in  the  immediate  vicinity, 
these  restrictions  are  being  discontinued,  with  resulting  economy  of  operation 
and  the  relief  of  nurserymen  and  florists  as  to  some  of  the  difficulties  of  com- 
pliance with  the  quarantine  requirements.  At  the  same  time  they  do  not.  in 
the  opinion  of  the  department,  involve  increase  in  risk  of  spread  of  the 
Japanese  beetle. 

In  the  future  noninfested  premises  in  the  lightly  infested  areas  will  be 
designated  as  Class  I  unless  Japanese  beetles  have  been  found  within  500  feet 
of  the  nurseries  or  greenhouses  concerned,  or  unless  some  special  circumstances 
create  danger  that  infested  plants  or  soil  may  have  reached  the  premises.  Here- 
after the  proprietors  of  such  nurseries  and  greenhouses  will  not  be  required  to 
report  to  the  department  shipments  to  places  outside  the  regulated  areas.  Under 
similar  circumstances  noninfested  premises  in  the  generally  infested  areas  will 
normally  be  classed  as  Class  II,  but  many  of  the  former  restrictions  as  to 
Class  II  nurseries  or  greenhouses  will  be  discontinued.  The  proprietors  of 
such  Class  II  properties  in  the  generally  infested  areas  will  be  required  to 
report  to  the  department  all  shipments  made  to  places  outside  the  regulated 
areas,  but  certificates  will  be  issued  for  shipments  from  such  premises  without 
inspection  other  than  that  required  to  establish  the  status  of  the  premises  as 
being  noninfested,  and  without  meeting  the  special  safeguards  prescribed  as  a 
condition  of  interstate  movement  of  plants  originating  on  infested  properties. 

Class  III  will,  as  heretofore,  consist  of  premises  in  both  the  lightly  infested 
and  generally  infested  areas  where  Japanese  beetles  have  been  found  either  on 
the  premises  or  within  approximately  500  feet  of  them.  Stringent  restriction 
Mill  continue  as  to  the  protection  from  infestation  of  the  plants  grown  on  such 
premises,  and  the  treatment  of  the  soil  accompanying  such  plants  as  are  to 
be  shipped  to  noninfested  areas. 


MODIFICATION   OF  JAPANESE  BEETLE  QUARANTINE  REGULATIONS 

INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 

The  following   amendment    to    the    Japanese    beetle    quarantine    regulations 
modifies  the  plan  of  classification  of  nurseries,  greenhouses,  and  other  premises 
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concerned  in  the  movement  of  nursery  and  ornamental  stock.  Class  I  will 
hereafter  consist  essentially  of  noninfested  premises  in  the  lightly  infested 
areas ;  Class  II  of  noninfested  premises  in  the  generally  infested  areas,  and 
Class  III  of  premises  in  both  areas,  either  infested  or  within  approximately 
500  feet  of  infestation.  The  former  requirements  as  to  Class  II,  concerning 
digging  on  the  nursery  premises,  the  removal  of  soil  partially  or  entirely  from 
the  plants,  the  screening  of  coldframes,  and  the  lead-arsenate  treatment  of 
beds  in  which  potted  plants  are  plunged,  are  discontinued.  This  change  is 
based  on  the  fact  that  no  larval  infestation  has  in  the  past  been  determined 
in  nurseries  prior  to  the  collection  of  adult  Japanese  beetles  either  thereon 
or  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  The  change  will  relieve  nurserymen  and  florists 
whose  premises  have  heretofore  been  placed  in  Class  II  of  some  of  the  diffi- 
culties of  compliance  with  the  quarantine  regulations  and  will  not.  in  the 
belief  of  the  department,  involve  increase  of  risk  of  spread  of  the  Japanese 
beetle.  Under  this  amendment,  the  proprietors  of  uninfested  properties  (Class 
I)  in  the  lightly  infested  areas  will  hereafter  not  be  required  to  supply  the 
department  with  reports  on  shipments  made  to  points  outside  the  regulated 
areas.

•  AMENDMENT    NO.    1    TO    RULES    AND    REGULATIONS     (NINTH    REVISION) 
SUPPLEMENTAL   TO   NOTICE    OF   QUARANTINE   NO.   48 

(Approved  May  21,  1931 ;  effective  June  15,  1931) 

Under  authority  conferred  by  the  plant  quarantine  act  of  August  20,  1912 
(37  Stat.  315),  as  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  4,  1917 
(39  Stat.  1134,  1165),  it  is  ordered  that  regulations  6  and  9  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  (ninth  revision)  supplemental  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  48,  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby,  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Regulation  6.  Restrictions  on  the  Movement  of  Nursery  and  Ornamental 

Stock 

SECTION   A.    CONTROL  OP   MOVEMENT 

Nursery  and  ornamental  stock  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved 
interstate  from  the- regulated  areas  to  or  through  any  point  outside  thereof, 
nor  from  the  generally  infested  areas  to  or  through  the  lightly  infested  areas, 
nor  from  Class  III  or  known  infested  premises  located  in  the  lightly  infested 
areas  to  other  points  in  such  areas,  unless  a  certificate  or  permit  shall  have 
been  issued  therefor  by  the  inspector,  except  as  follows : 

(1)  True  bulbs,7  corms,  and  tubers,  when  dormant  and  free  from  soil,  are 
exempt  from  the  requirement  of  certification,  except  that  this  exemption  does 
not  apply  to  dahlias. 

(2)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  nursery  and 
ornamental  stock  imported  from  foreign  countries  when  reshipped  directly 
from  the  docks  or  freight  yards  of  the  port  of  entry  in  the  original  container 
and  labeled  as  to  each  container  with  a  copy  certificate  of  the  country  from 
which  it  was  exported,  a  statement  of  the  general  nature  and  quantity  of  the 
contents,  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee,  and  the  country  and  locality 
where  grown. 

(3)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  between  October 
10  and  June  14,  inclusive,  of  cut  flowers,  and  of  portions  of  plants  without 
roots  and  free  from  soil  (such  as  branches  and  twigs  of  trees  and  shrubs, 
scions,  Christmas  trees,  holly,  laurel,  sphagnum  moss,  and  fish  grass). 

(4)  No  certificate  or  permit  will  be  required  for  the  interstate  movement 
of  nursery  and  ornamental  stock  when  transported  by  a  common  carrier  on  a 
through  bill  of  lading  either  from  an  area  not  under  regulation  through  a 
regulated  area  or  from  a  lightly  infested  area  through  a  generally  infested 
area  to  another  lightly  infested  area,  or  from  a  generally  infested  area  through 
a  lightly  infested  area  to  another  generally  infested  area. 

7  The  interstate  movement  of  narcissus  bulbs  is  subject  to  the  restrictions  contained  in 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  Supplemental  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  62  (Narcissus  Bulb 
Quarantine). 
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SECTION    B.    CONDITIONS    GOVERNING    THE    ISSUANCE    OF    CERTIFICATES    AND    PERMITS 

For  the  purpose  of  certification  of  nursery  and  ornamental  stock,  nurseries, 
greenhouses,  and  other  premises  concerned  in  the  movement  of  such  stock  will 
be  classified  as  follows : 

(1)  Class  I. — Nurseries,  greenhouses,  and  other  premises  concerned  in  the 
movement  of  nursery  and  ornamental  stock  located  in  the  lightly  infested 
areas  and  on  or  within  approximately  500  feet  of  which  no  infestation  has 
been  found  may  be  classified  as  Class  I.  Upon  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments of  subsection  (6)  of  this  sectio*n,  nursery  and  ornamental  stock  may  be 
certified  by  the  inspector  for  shipment  from  such  premises  without  further 
inspection  and  without  meeting  the  safeguards  prescribed  as  a  condition  of 
interstate  shipment  of  plants  originating  in  nurseries  or  greenhouses  of 
Class  III. 

(2)  Class  II. — Nurseries,  greenhouses,  and  other  premises  concerned  in  the 
movement  of  nursery  and  ornamental  stock  located  in  the  generally  infested 
areas,  but  on  or  within  approximately  500  feet  of  which  no  infestation  has 
been  found,  may  be  classified  as  Class  II.  Upon  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments of  subsection  (6)  of  this  section,  nursery  and  ornamental  stock  may  be 
certified  by  the  inspector  for  shipment  from  such  premises  without  further 
inspection  and  without  meeting  the  safeguards  prescribed  as  a  condition  of 
interstate  shipment  of  plants  originating  in  nurseries  or  greenhouses  of  Class 
III. 

(3)  Class  III. —  (a)  Nurseries,  greenhouses,  and  other  premises  concerned 
in  the  movement  of  nursery  and  ornamental  stock  on  which  either  grubs  in 
the  soil  or  beetles  have  been  found  will  be  classified  as  Class  III.  Such 
classification  also  may  be  given  to  nurseries,  etc.,  in  localities  known  to  be 
generally  infested  where  beetles  or  grubs  are  found  in  the  immediate  proximity 
(within  approximately  500  feet)  of  such  nurseries,  etc.,  on  adjacent  property 
or  properties.  In  the  case  of  nursery  properties  under  single  ownership  and 
management  but  represented  by  parcels  of  land  widely  separated,  such  par- 
cels may  be  independently  classified  either  as  Class  II  or  Class  III  upon 
compliance  with  such  conditions  and  safeguards  as  shall  be  required  by  the 
inspector.  Similarly,  unit  nursery  properties,  which  would  otherwise  fall  in 
Class  III,  may  be  open  to  subdivision  for  the  purpose  of  rating  such  sub- 
divisions in  Classes  II  or  III  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  such 
action  is  warranted  by  recent  and  scanty  infestation  limited  to  a  portion 
of  the  nursery  concerned:  Provided,  That  the  subdivision  containing  the  infes- 
tation shall  be  clearly  marked  by  boundaries  of  a  permanent  nature  which  shall 
be  approximately  500  feet  beyond  the  point  where  the  infestation  occurs. 

(&)  Upon  compliance  with  subsections  (4)  and  (6)  of  this  section,  nursery 
and  ornamental  stock  may  be  certified  by  the  inspector  for  shipment  from 
such  premises  under  any  one  of  the  following  conditions:  (?)  That  the  roots 
shall  be  treated  with  carbon  disulphide  emulsion  or  by  other  approved  means 
in  manner  and  by  method  satisfactory  to  the  inspectors;  or  (it)  in  the  case 
of  plants  in  which  the  root  system  is  such  that  a  thorough  inspection  may  be 
made,  that  the  soil  shall  be  entirely  removed  from  the  stock  by  shaking  or 
washing,  or  (iii)  that  it  shall  be  shown  by  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  inspec- 
tor that  the  plants  concerned  were  produced  in  a  certified  greenhouse. 

(4)  Greenhouses  of  Class  III  may  be  certified  upon  compliance  with  all  the 
following  conditions  with  respect  to  the  greenhouses  themselves  and  to  all 
potting  beds,  heeling-in  areas,  hotbeds,  coldframes,  and  similar  plots : 

(a)  Ventilators,  doors,  and  all  other  openings  in  greenhouses  or  coldframes 
on  premises  in  Class  III  shall  be  kept  screened  in  manner  satisfactory  to  the 
inspector  during  the  period  of  flight  of  the  beetle,  namely,  south  of  the  northern 
boundaries  of  Maryland  and  Delaware  between  June  1  and  October  1,  inclusive, 
or  north  thereof  between  June  15  and  October  15,  inclusive. 

(b)  Prior  to  introduction  into  nurseries  or  greenhouses,  sand,  soil,  earth, 
peat,  compost,  or  manure  taken  from  areas  in  which  Class  III  nurseries  or 
greenhouses  are  located,  or  which  may  have  been  exposed  to  infestation,  must 
be  sterilized  or  fumigated  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of,  and  in  manner 
and  by  method  satisfactory  to,  the  inspector.  If  such  treated  sand,  soil,  earth, 
peat,  compost,  or  manure  is  not  to  be  immediately  used  in  such  greenhouses  it 
must  be  protected  from  possible  infestation  in  manner  and  by  method  satisfac- 
tory to  the  inspector. 

(c)  All  potted  plants  placed  in  certified  greenhouses  of  Class  III  and  all 
potted  plants  to  be  certified  for  interstate  movement  therefrom    (/)    shall  be 
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potted  in  certified  soil;  (ii)  shall,  if  grown  outdoors  south  of  the  northern 
boundaries  of  Maryland  and  Delaware  at  any  time  between  June  1  and 
October  1.  inclusive,  .  or  north  thereof  at  any  time  between  June  15  and 
October  15,  inclusive,  be  kept  in  screened  frames  while  outdoors,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  a  careful  examination  of  the  soil  from  not  less  than  10  per  cent 
of  the  plants  so  placed;  (Hi)  shall,  if  grown  outdoors  during  any  part  of  the 
year,  be  placed  in  beds  in  which  the  soil  shall  have  been  treated  in  manner 
and  by  method  approved  by  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration 
to  eliminate  infestation ;  and  (iv)  shall  comply  with  such  other  safeguards  as 
may  be  required  by  the  inspector. 

(5)  Cut  flowers  and  other  parts  of  plants  without  roots  or  soil  may  be 
certified  for  movement  either  (a)  when  they  have  been  inspected  by  an  inspector 
and  found  free  from  infestation,  or  (6)  when  they  have  been  grown  in  a 
greenhouse  of  Class  I  or  Class  II  or  in  a  certified  greenhouse  of  Class  III 
and  are  transported  under  such  safeguards  as  will  in  the  judgment  of  the 
inspector  prevent  infestation.     (See  also  section  A  (3)  of  this  regulation.) 

(6)  Nurserymen,  florists,  dealers,  and  others,  in  order  to  maintain  their 
classified  status  (a)  shall  restrict  their  purchases  or  receipts  of  nursery  and 
ornamental  stock,  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure  within  the 
regulated  area  to  articles  which  have  been  certified  under  these  regulations  as 
to  each  such  article,  and  the  said  certificate  shall  accompany  the  articles  when 
moved:  (&)  shall  obtain  approval  of  the  inspector  before  such  articles  are 
received  on  their  premises  or  moved  from  the  open  on  their  own  premises  into 
certified  greenhouses;  and  (c)  they  shall  also  report  immediately  in  writing 
all  purchases  or  receipts  of  such  articles  secured  from  within  the  regulated 
area.  Nurserymen,  florists,  dealers,  and  others  whose  premises  are  classified 
as  Class  II  or  Class  III  shall  in  addition  report  immediately  on  forms  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose  all  their  sales  or  shipments  of  such  articles  both  to 
points  outside  the  regulated  area  and  to  other  classified  nurseries  or  green- 
houses within  the  regulated  area,  as  well  as  sales  or  shipments  from  the  gener- 
ally infested  area  to  the  lightly  infested  area.  Certification  may  be  denied  to 
any  person  who  has  omitted  to  make  the  report  or  reports  required  by  this 
regulation,  and  such  denial  of  certification  shall  continue  until  the  information 
so  omitted  has  been  supplied. 

(7)  Nursery  and  ornamental  stock  imported  from  foreign  countries  and  not 
reshipped  directly  from  the  docks  or  freight  yards  of  the  port  of  entry  may  be 
certified  for  movement  under  these  regulations  when  such  stock  has  been 
inspected  by  an  inspector  and  found  free  from  infestation. 

(8)  Nursery  and  ornamental  stock  originating  outside  the  regulated  areas 
and  certified  stock  originating  in  classified  nurseries  or  greenhouses  may  be 
certified  for  reshipment  from  premises  other  than  those  on  which  they  origi- 
nated, under  provisions  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  for  the  safeguarding  of 
such  stock  from  infestation  at  the  point  of  reshipment  and  en  route  and  when 
found  advisable  by  the  inspector,  after  reinspection  and  determination  of 
freedom  from  infestation. 

(9)  Permits  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  nursery  and  orna- 
mental stock  by  truck  or  other  road  vehicle  from  a  generally  infested  area 
through  a  lightly  infested  area  to  another  generally  infested  area  on  condition 
that  such  vehicle  shall  have  seals  affixed  by  the  inspector  at  the  point  of  origin, 
which  seals  shall  remain  intact  until  examined  by  an  inspector  in  the  separate 
generally  infested  area  to  which  the  stock  is  transported. 

Regulation  9.  Marking  and  Certification  a  Condition  of  Interstate 
Transportation 

Every  car,  vehicle,  box,  basket,  or  other  container  of  the  articles  listed,  the 
interstate  movement  of  which  is  restricted  in  regulations  5,  6,  and  7,  shall  be 
plainly  marked  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor  and  the  name  and 
address  of  the  consignee  and  shall  have  securely  attached  to  the  outside  thereof 
a  valid  certificate  or  permit  issued  in  compliance  with  these  regulations.  In 
the  case  of  shipments  from  Class  I  nurseries,  consigned  from  points  in  the 
lightly  infested  areas,  a  statement  on  the  address  tag  or  label  of  the  number  of 
the  shipper's  valid  Federal  permit  issued  in  compliance  with  regulation  6  will 
constitute  compliance  with  this  regulation.  The  inspection  certificate  in  the  case 
of  carload  and  other  bulk  shipments  shall  accompany  the  waybill,  conductor's 
manifest,  memorandum,  or  bill  of  lading  pertaining  to  such  shipment,  or  in 
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the  case  of  truck  or  other  road  vehicle  the  certificate  shall  accompany  the 
vehicle,  and  in  either  case  the  certificate  shall  be  surrendered  to  the  consignee 
upon  the  delivery  of  the  shipment. 

This  amendment  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  June  15,  1931.

NARCISSUS-INSPECTION   RECORDS   FOR   1930 
P.  Q.  C.  A.— 312.  May  28,  1931. 

Inspections  of  narcissus  plantings,  under  the  Federal  quarantine  for  the  pre- 
vention of  spread  of  bulb  pests,  are  made  by  the  nursery  inspectors  of  the  vari- 
ous States,  who  are  appointed  collaborators  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control 
Administration  for  the  purpose.  Two  inspections — field  and  storage — are 
required  each  year  as  a  basis  for  certification. 

Since  the  inauguration  of  narcissus  inspection  the  administration  has  pub- 
lished each  season  a  table  showing  the  number  of  narcissus  bulbs  reported  by 
the  State  quarantine  officers  as  inspected  and  certified.  The  figures  for  the  cal- 
endar year  1927  are  given  on  page  31  of  the  Report  of  the  Federal  Horticultural 
Board  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1927 ;  those  for  1928  are  shown  on  page  7  of 
the  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  for  January  to  March.  1929  (S.  R. 
A. — 98)  ;  and  those  for  1929  are  shown  on  page  49  of  the  Service  and  Regulatory 
Announcements  for  April  to  June,  1930  (S.  R.  A. — 103). 

The  number  of  growers  and  the  number  of  bulbs  of  the  various  types  of  nar- 
cissus reported  as  inspected  and  certified  by  State  inspectors  during  the  calendar 
year  1930  are  shown  in  the  attached  table.  The  total  number  of  narcissus  bulbs 
of  all  types  inspected  in  1930  amounted  to  317,815,409.  With  respect  to  the  num- 
ber of  bulbs  shown  it  should  be  stated  that  growers  estimate  that  not  more  than 
20  to  30  per  cent  is  available  for  interstate  movement  during  any  one  year. 

This  table  will  be  reprinted  as  a  permanent  record  in  the  Service  and  Regu- 
latory Announcements  of  the  Administration  for  April  to  June,  1931  (S.  R.  A. — 
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107)  and  is  issued  in  the  present  form  several  months  in  advance  of  publication 
of  those  announcements,  in  order  that  it  may  be  available  for  growers  arid  others 
interested.

PLANT  AND  PLANT  PRODUCTS  ADDRESSED  TO  PLACES  IN  OREGON

It  has  come  to  attention  that  some  postmasters  in  the  £>tate  of  Oregon 
fail  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  section  468,  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations, 
requiring  the  submission  to  a  proper  terminal  inspection  point  of  parcels  con- 
taining bulbs  (dahlias,  peonies,  etc.)  received  at  their  offices  through  the 
mails.  The  attention  of  all  postmasters  in  Oregon  is  therefore  invited  to  the 
list  of  plants  and  plant  products  required  to  be  sent  for  terminal  inspection, 
such  list  being  as  follows : 

"All  florists'  stock,  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  grafts,  scions,  buds,  fruit 
pits,  and  other  seeds  of  fruit  and  ornamental  trees  or  shrubs,  and  other  plants 
and  plant  products  in  the  raw  or  unmanufactured  state,  except  vegetable  and 
flower  seeds." 

The  term  "  and  other  plants  and  plant  products  in  the  raw  or  unmanufac- 
tured state  "  includes  all  bulbs  and  roots  intended  for  propagation.

MISCELLANEOUS  ITEMS 

STERILIZATION    AND    DISINFECTION    TREATMENTS    OF    PLANTS    AND    PLANT 
PRODUCTS  AUTHORIZED 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 309.  "        May  1,  1931. 

This  circular  is  a  compilation  of  the  various  sterilization  and  disinfection 
treatments  which  are  authorized  by  the  administration  and  which  in  the 
opinion  of  the  administration  provide  the  best  known  safeguards  for  the  move- 
ment of  certain  plants  and  plant  products  from  regions  in  which  they  might 
have  become  infested  with  particular  insect  or  fungus  pests  to  regions  which 
are  apparently  free  from  these  pests.  These  treatments  are  authorized  and 
are  operative  at  the  present  time.  In  view  of  the  length  of  the  circular  it  is 
not  reproduced  here,  but  copies  may  be  obtained  by  any  interested  persons  on 
application  to  the  administration. 


PLANT  QUARANTINE  RESTRICTIONS  OF  THE  REPUBLIC  OF  PERU 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 310.  May  IS,  1931. 

The  following  summary  of  the  plant  quarantine  restrictions  of  the  Republic 
of  Peru  has  been  prepared  for  the  information  of  nurserymen,  plant  quarantine 
oflicials,  and  others  interested  in  the  exportation  of  plants  and  plant  products 
from  the  United  States  to  that  country. 

The  summary  was  compiled  by  Harry  B.  Shaw,  plant  quarantine  inspector 
of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration,  from  his  translation  of 
the  original  texts  of  the  Peruvian  decrees,  as  compiled  by  Senor  Julio  Gaudron, 
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Chief,  Service  of  Phytosanitary  Seed  and  Plant  Inspection,  Section  of  Applied 
Botany,  National  School  of  Agriculture  and  Veterinary  Studies  ( Jefe  del  Servi- 
cio  de  Inspeccion  Sanitaria  de  Semillas  y  Plantas,  Seccion  de  Botanica  Aplicada 
de  la  Bscuela  Nacional  de  Agricultura  y  Veterinaria),  in  Circular  No.  6,  of 
January,  1928,  and  from  subsequent  decrees.  It  was  then  revised  by  Seiior 
Gaudron  in  December,  1930. 

The  information  contained  in  this  circular  is  believed  to  be  correct  and  com- 
plete up  to  the  time  of  preparation,  but  it  is  not  intended  to  be  used  inde- 
pendently of,  nor  as  a  substitute  for,  the  original  texts,  and  it  is  not  to  be 
interpreted  as  legally  authoritative.  The  decrees  themselves  should  be  con- 
sulted for  the  exact  text.

The  Basic  Law 

Law  No.  1221,  of  December  20,  1909,  prohibits  the  importation  into  Peru  of 
any  kind  of  seeds,  cuttings,  plants,  and  shrubs  intended  for  cultivation  and 
propagation  in  that  country  unless  the  provisions  of  the  law  are  complied 
with. 

Concise    Summaky    of    the   Bequirements    for   the    Exportation    of    Plant 

Material  to  Peru 

1.  The  Peruvian  importer  before  ordering  plant  material  from  a  foreign 
country  must  apply  to  the  appropriate  authorities  for  an  import  permit,  which, 
if  issued,  will  indicate  any  special  requirements. 

2.  The  exporter  in  the  United  States  before  shipping  plant  material  to  Peru 
should  obtain  from  the  importer  a  copy  of  his  import  permit,  so  that  any 
special  requirements  may  be  ascertained. 

3.  Each  consignment  must  be  accompanied  by : 
(a)   Consular  invoice. 

(&)    Shipper's  declaration  of  origin,  indorsed  by  local  authorities. 

(c)  Inspection  certificate  issued  by  competent  authority. 

(d)  Statement  of  the  Peruvian  consul  that  the  corresponding  cultures  of 
the  exporting  district  are  not  infected. 

General  Regulations  Under  Law  No.  1221 
(Decree  of  September  8,  1911) 

PERUVIAN    IMPORTER    MUST    APPLY    IN    ADVANCE    FOR    IMPORT    PERMIT 

Each  importer  in  Peru  of  seeds,  cuttings,  scions,  plants,  and  shrubs  before 
placing  his  order  in  a  foreign  country  will  be  required  to  make  a  written  appli- 
cation to  the  Direction  of  Agriculture  and  Animal  Industry  of  the  Ministry  of 
Public  Works  (Direccion  de  Agricultura  y  Ganaderia  del  Ministerio  de  Fo- 
mento)  for  a  permit  to  imoort  such  plant  material.  (As  modified  by  the  decree 
of  June  1,  1928.) 

Note. — On  receipt  of  an  application  for  an  import  permit  the  service  of  Seed  and 
Plant  Inspection  of  the  Phytosanitary  Board  (Servicio  de  Inspeccion  de  Semillas  y 
Plantas.  Junta  de  Sanidad  Vegetal)  may  establish  special  requirements  in  addition  to 
those  indicated  in  the  regulations,  such  as  fumigation  at  the  place  of  origin,  proof  of  the 
absence  of  specific  parasites  in  the  place  of  origin,  etc.  Therefore  it  is  expedient  for 
the  exporter  of  plant  material  to  Peru  to  procure  from  his  Peruvian  client  a  copy  of  the 
latter's  import  permit  in  advance  of  shipment  in  order  to  avoid  complications  which 
may  result  from .  noncompliance  with  those  supplementary  requirements.  No  special 
requirements  are  imposed  in  these  import  permits  for  the  importation  of  flower  and 
vegetable  seeds  from  the  United  States  into  Peru,  but  simply  the  general  requirements  set 
forth  below.  (Letter  of  Sehor  Gaudron,  December  29,  1930,  to  the  Plant  Quarantine 
and  Control  Administration.) 

Shipper's    Declaration    of    Origin,    Inspection    Certificate    and    Consul's 

Statement 

On  the  arrival  in  Peru  of  the  plant  products  described  in  the  importer's 
application  for  an  import  permit  the  importer  must  make  an  application  in 
writing  to  the  Service  of  Phytosanitary  Seed  and  Plant  Inspection,  Section  of 
Applied  Botany  of  the  National  School  of  Agriculture  and  Veterinary  Studies 
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(Servicio  de  Inspeccion  Sanitaria  de  Semillas  y  Plantas  cle  la  Seccion"  de 
Botanica  Aplicada  de  la  Escuela  Nacional  de  Agricultura  y  Yeterinaria),  for  the 
respective  license  to  enter  the  consignment,  presenting  for  that  purpose : 

(a)   The  consular  invoice. 

(6)   The  shipper's  declaration  of  origin.9 

(c)  The  inspection  certificate. 

(d)  The  statement  of  the  Peruvian  consul  that  the  corresponding  cultures  in. 
the  exporting  district  are  not  infected,  as  specified  in  the  import  permit  pre- 
viously issued.     (As  modified  by  the  degree  of  April  28,  1916.) 

Documents  Required  by  the  Peruvian  Consul  with  Mail  Shipments 

Peruvian  consuls  will  not  visa  an  invoice  for  any  .postal  shipment  of  seeds, 
plants,  or  parts  thereof,  unless  it  is  accompanied  by  the  documents  required  by 
Law  No.  1221. 

Consuls  will  not  visa  documents  applying  to  shipments  of  prohibited  seeds, 
plants,  or  parts  of  plants.     (Supreme  decree  of  October  5,  1923.) 

Peruvian  consuls  will  gratuitously  visa  documents  applying  to  shipments  not 
exceeding  10  Peruvian  gold  sols  in  value  ($4  United  States  currency). 
( Supreme  resolution  of  September  30,  1910. ) 

Action  in  Accordance  with  Results  of  Inspection 

Applications  for  entry  licenses  having  been  made,  the  corresponding  shipment 
will  be  subject  to  one  of  the  four  following  procedures  : 

(a)  The  issuance  of  a  simple  import  permit  when  in  the  judgment  of  the 
expert,  in  view  of  the  character  of  the  seeds,  cuttings,  plants,  and  shrubs,  the 
certification  previously  referred  to  is  deemed  sufficient  assurance  of  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  materials. 

(6)  A  technical  inspection  when  the  class  of  plants  offered  for  entry  may 
constitute  a  danger  to  the  national  cultures. 

(c)  Scientific  disinfection  when  inspection  establishes  the  necessity  therefor. 

(d)  Burning  of  the  imported  material  when  it  comes  from  a  place  previously 
declared  infested,  or  when  a  danger  to  the  national  cultures  is  indicated  in  the 
report  if  importation  were  permitted.     (Art.  3,  decree  of  September  8,  1911.) 

Ports  of  Entry 

Seeds,  cuttings,  plants,  and  shrubs  for  cultivation  or  propagation  in  Peru 
may  be  imported  only  through  the  customs  at  Callao  or  the  post  office  at  Lima. 
(Decree  of  June  13,  1914.)  The  decree  of  September  28,  1914,  adds  the  river 
port  of  Iquitos. 

Special  Quarantines 

cottonseed 

The  importation  of  cottonseed  into  Peru  is  prohibited:  Provided  that  a 
maximum  of  1  kilogram  of  cottonseed  may  be  imported  for  the  section  of 
applied  botany,  National  School  of  Agriculture  and  Veterinary  Studies,  and 
through  it,  for  experiment  stations,  if  accompanied  by  a  certificate  issued  by 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  guaranteeing  the  seed  to  be  from 
a  disease-free  district.  (Supreme  resolutions  of  March  31,  1922,  and  November 
9,  1928.) 

SUGARCANE   SEED 

May  be  imported  only  through  the  section  of  applied  botany,  National  School 
of  Agriculture  and  Veterinary  Studies,  and  under  the  following  conditions : 

(1)  Sugarcane  seed  from  an  experiment  station  shall  be  accompanied  by  an 
inspection  certificate  and  shall  not  exceed  25  kilos  in  weight. 

(2)  After  entry  it  shall  be  grown  in  quarantine  at  the  section  of  applied 
botany,  National  School  of  Agriculture  and  Veterinary  Studies.  (Supreme 
resolutions  of  June  5,  1925,  and  November  9,  1928.) 

9  The  shipper's  declaration  of  origin  may  be  prepared  by  the  grower,  the  seller,  or  the 
shipper  in  relation  to  the  source  of  the  products  issued  with  the  guaranty  of  the  local 
authorities.  On  the  other  hand,  the  origin  may  be  indicated  in  the  inspection  certificate  ; 
the  hitter  document  then  will  combine  the  functions  of  certificate  of  origin  and  inspection 
certificate.     The  local  authority  may  conveniently  be  a  notary  public.

FUMIGATION    OF    POTATOES    REQUIRED 

Shipments  of  potatoes  from  the  United  States  to  Peru  shall  be  fumigated  in 
the  holds  of  the  vessels  conveying  them  under  the  direction  of  the  service  of 
seed  and  plant  inspection.  (Supreme  resolution  of  April  17,  1925.)  However, 
fumigation  may  be  effected  at  an  official  establishment  in  the  United  States 
port  of  departure,  with  corresponding  certificate  duly  legalized.  (Supreme 
resolution  of  May  22,  1925.) 

Fruits  and  Vegetables 

importation  from  the  united  states  prohibited,  except  from  the  states  of 
california,  oregon,  and  washington 

Article  1.  As  a  temporary  measure  against  the  introduction  of  the  Mediter- 
ranean fruit  fly,  the  importation  is  prohibited  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables 
from  the  places  named  below : 

The  United  States,  except  the  States  of  California,  Oregon,  and  Washington ; 
Central  America,  Antilles.  Bermuda,  and  Hawaii. 

Art.  2.  Fruits  from  California,  Oregon,  and  Washington  will  be  subject  to 
the  provisions  prescribed  for  plants  and  seeds,  and  consequently  they  may  be 
imported  into  Peru  only  through  the  port  of  Callao. 

Art.  3.  Steamship  companies  will  not  be  permitted  to  unlade  fruits  or  similar 
plant  products  intended  for  consumption  on  board  their  vessels. 

Art.  4.  Peruvian  consuls  in  the  United  States  will  not  visa  invoices  for  such 
products  unless  a  certificate  of  origin  issued  by  competent  authority  is  presented 
for  legalization.  Legalization  will  be  refused  in  the  case  of  products  from  the 
State  of  Florida. 

Art.  5.  The  unlading  of  shipments  of  fruits  and  vegetables  will  not  be  per- 
mitted at  a  Peruvian  port  until  the  importer  has  presented  the  certificate  of 
origin  referred  to  in  article  4. 

Art.  6.  Until  a  customs  service  for  airplanes  from  foreign  countries  has  been 
established  in  Peru,  aero-transportation  companies  are  prohibited  from  intro- 
ducing into  Peru  fresh  fruits,  vegetables,  seeds,  or  plants  of  any  description  or 
origin.  (Supreme  resolution  of  August  2,  1929,  as  amended  by  the  decree  of 
December  11.  1930.)

June  22,  1931. 

The  following  summary  of  the  plant-quarantine  restrictions  of  the  countries 
of  Central  America  has  been  "prepared  for  the  information  of  nurserymen,  plant- 
quarantine  officials,  and  others  interested  in  the  exportation  of  plants  and  plant 
products  from  the  United  States  of  North  America  to  those  countries. 

The  summary  was  compiled  by  Harry  B.  Shaw,  plant-quarantine  inspector 
of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration,  from  the  original  texts 
or  his  translations  thereof.  The  summaries  were  then  reviewed  by  the  appro- 
priate officials  of  the  respective  countries. 

The  information  contained  in  this  circular  is  believed  to  be  correct  and  com- 
plete up  to  the  time  of  preparation,  but  it  is  not  intended  to  be  used  inde- 
pendently of  nor  as  a  substitute  for  the  original  texts,  and  it  is  not  to  be  inter- 
preted as  legally  authoritative.  The  quarantines  themselves  should  be  consulted 
for  the  exact  text.

BRITISH  HONDURAS 

Basic  Law 
(Plant  Protection  Ordinance  of  1924,  as  amended  by  that  of  1928) 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  governor  by  proclamation — 

(a)  To  prohibit  absolutely,  or  to  subject  to  such  conditions  as  he  may  pre- 
scribe, the  importation  generally,  or  from  any  country  or  place  named  in  such 
proclamation,  of  any  fruit,  seeds,  cuttings,  plants,  or  any  description  of  earth 
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or  soil  or  any  articles  packed  therewith,  or  any  package,  covering,  or  thing  in 
which  they  may  be  packed,  or  any  article  or  thing  which,  in  his  opinion,  is 
likely  to  be  the  means  of  introducing  any  plant  disease  into  the  Colony. 

(&)  To  make  any  order  he  may  deem  fit  respecting  the  disinfecting,  transport, 
or  storing  or  destruction  of  any  of  the  articles  aforesaid.  (Ordinance  of  August 
23,  1928,  to  amend  the  plant  protection  ordinance  of  1924.) 

Importation  of  Banana  Plants  Prohibited  from  Certain  Countries 

The  importation  into  the  Colony  is  prohibited  of  the  banana  plant  from 
Mexico,  Guatemala,  Honduras,  Nicaragua,  Costa  Rica,  Panama,  and  Jamaica, 
together  with  any  articles  packed  therewith,  unless' imported  with  the  written 
permission  of  the  agricultural  authority.  (Proclamation  No.  5.  November  27, 
1920.) 

Importation  of  Citrus  Plants  Prohibited 

The  importation  is  absolutely  prohibited  into  the  Colony,  directly  or  indirectly, 
of  citrus  plants,  including  plants  of  orange,  grapefruit,  lemon,  lime,  and  tange- 
rine, except  by  the  agricultural  authority  for  the  purpose  of  experimental  work 
undertaken  by  that  authority.     (Proclamation  No.  1,  February  5,  1929.) 

Certificates    of    Obigin   Required  with    Shipments    of   Fresh    Fruits   and 
Vegetables  from  the  United  States 

The  importation  into  British  Honduras  from  the  United  States  is  prohibited 
of  fruits  (except  green  bananas,  nuts,  and  dried  or  processed  fruits),  vegetables 
(except  Irish  potatoes,  onions,  canned  or  processed  vegetables,  grains,  seeds, 
dried  beans  and  peas),  and  any  description  of  earth  or  soil,  or  any  articles 
packed  therewith,  from  any  source,  unless  each  shipment  is  accompanied  by  a 
certificate  of  the  Federal  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America  stating 
that  such  products  are  the  produce  of  a  State  in  which  the  Mediterranean  fruit 
fly  (Ceratitis  capitata)  does  not  exist.  (Proclamation  No.  3  of  September 
3,  1930.) 


COSTA  RICA 

Importation  of  Live  Plants  Subject  to  Permit,  Certificate  of  Origin,  and 

Inspection 

The  importer  in  Costa  Rica  shall  apply  in  advance  to  the  National  Agricul- 
tural Center  for  a  permit  to  import  live  plants,  or  parts  thereof,  roots,  tubers, 
bulbs,  rhizomes,  stems,  etc. 

On  the  arrival  of  a  shipment  of  plants  or  parts  thereof  the  importer  shall 
present  to  the  said  center  a  certificate  of  origin  and  an  original  invoice. 

If  upon  inspection  the  plants  are  found  to  be  in  perfect  sanitary  condition, 
a  permit  may  be  issued  to  authorize  their  entry.  If  they  are  found  .to  be  carriers 
of  pathogenic  organisms  they  shall  be  destroyed  after  notifying  the  owner,  who 
shall  have  no  rights  of  indemnity. 

Customs  and  postal  officials  shall  send  to  the  National  Agricultural  Center  at 
San  Pedro  de  Montes  de  Oca  all  plants  and  parts  thereof  for  inspection,  pro- 
vided the  weight  of  the  shipment  does  not  exceed  50  kilograms.  The  said  center 
will  be  requested  to  send  an  inspector  to  examine  larger  shipments. 

The  National  Agricultural  Center  may  import  any  class  of  plants  for  scientific 
or  experimental  purposes.  (Decrees  of  January  15.  1925,  and  November  8, 
1929  ) 

Importation  of  Plant  and  Vegetable  Seeds  Not  Restricted 

The  importation  of  plant  and  vegetable  seeds  intended  for  sowing  or  for 
immediate  consumption,  as  well  as  the  seeds  of  ornamental  and  forest  plants, 
will  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  decree.  -(Decree  of  November  8, 
1929.) 

Importation  of  Coffee  and  Sugar  Cane  Prohibited 

The  importation  of  live  plants  or  vegetative  parts  of  every  species  of  the 
genus  Coffea  and  of  the  genus  Saccliarum  is  prohibited.  The  importation  also 
is  prohibited  of  empty  sacks  or  other  containers  which  have  been  employed  for 
coffee.     (Decrees  of  August  18,  1924,  and  November  8.  1929.) 
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Alfalfa  Seed  Subject  to  Inspection 

Alfalfa  seeds  in  quantities  not  exceeding  50  kilograms  shall  be  sent  by  the 
customs  or  postal  officials  to  the  National  Agricultural  Center  for  inspection. 
If  the  quantity  is  greater  than  50  kilograms  the  said  center  shall  be  requested 
to  send  an  inspector  to  examine  the  seeds  to  determine  whether  they  are  con- 
taminated with  dodder  seeds  {C  n  scuta) .     (Decree  of  November  8,  1929.) 


GUATEMALA 

Inspection  Certificate  Required  With  Each   Shipment  of  Plants 

An  inspection  certificate  issued  by  competent  authority  of  the  place  of  origin 
is  required  with  each  shipment  of  plants,  parts  thereof,  seeds,  or  fruits,  and 
all  packing  materials,  declaring  them  to  be  free  from  diseases  of  a  contagious 
character  and  that  they  are  from  sources  where  no  insects,  fungi,  or  other 
parasites  exist,  the  introduction  of  which  might  constitute  a  danger  to  the  cul- 
tures of  the  country.     The  certificate  is  to  be  visaed  by  a  Guatemalan  consul. 

The  above  applies  also  to  mail  importations.  (Decrees  of  August  29,  1919, 
September  8,  1923,  and  July  1,  1930.) 

Inspection   and   Treatment   of   Plants    Unaccompanied    By   an    Inspection 

Certificate 

Any  importation  of  seeds  or  plants  unaccompanied  by  the  certificate  required 
by  the  decree  of  August  29,  1919,  will  be  sent  by  the  customs  or  postal  officials 
to  the  Direction  General  of  Agriculture,  where  the  interested  persons  may 
obtain  them  after  inspection  and,  if  necessary,  disinfection,  at  the  expense  of 
the  interested  persons.     (Decree  of  January  15,  1920.) 

Only  flower  and  vegetable  seeds  imported  by  mail  in  packages  not  exceeding 
10  pounds  are  excepted  from  the  certification  requirement.  (Decree  of  January 
15,  1920.) 

Importation  Prohibited 

Sugarcane  shoots. —  (Decree  of  January  15,  1920.) 

Mulberry  trees. —  (Decree  of  May  24,  1922.) 

Used  empty  sacks. — To  prevent  the  introduction  of  the  coffee  bean  weevil, 
Araecerus  fasciculatus.     (Decree  of  April  28,  1923.) 

Banana  plants. — From  the  Antilles  and  the  countries  around  the  Gulf  of 
Honduras.     (Decree  of  November  6,  1923.) 

Coffee,  Gardenia,  and  Cape  Jasmine  seeds  and  plants. —  (Decree  of  September 
8,  1923),  except  that  coffee  seeds  may  be  imported  through  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture. 

HONDURAS 

This  Republic  has  no  plant  quarantine  restrictions. 


NICARAGUA 

Importation  of  Used  Sacks  Prohibited 

The  importation  into  Nicaragua  is  prohibited  of  used  sacks,  whether  empty 
or  as  containers  of  any  kind  of  merchandise.     (Decree  of  September  25,  1925.) 

This  Republic  has  no  plant  quarantine  restrictions  other  than  that  on  used 
sacks. 


PANAMA 

This  Republic  has  no  plant  quarantine  restrictions. 


SALVADOR 

Fumigation  of  Used  Empty  Sacks  Required 

Used  empty  sacks  must  be  fumigated  at  the  port  of  embarkation  and  the 
certificate  of  fumigation  must  be  visaed  by   the   Salvadorean  consul  in   that 
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district.  If  the  shipment  .arrives  without  the  certificate  of  fumigation,  the 
importer  will  be  obliged  to  pay  a  surtax  of  10  per  cent  of  the  duty  in  addition 
to  the  established  10  per  cent  for  registration  and  examination,  as  well  as  the 
cost  of  fumigation  at  the  port  of  entry.     (Decree  of  July  10,  1930.)    , 

Inspection  Certificate  Required  with  Each   Shipment  of  Fruit  from  San 

Francisco 

The  Salvadorean  consul  at  San  Francisco,  Calif.,  will  require  shippers  of 
fruits  to  the  Republic  of  Salvador  to  present  with  the  documents  applying  to 
each  shipment  an  inspection  certificate,  issued  by  competent  authority,  affirm- 
ing that  the  fruits  shipped  are  in  the  condition  noted  in  the  respective  bill  of 
lading.     (Decree  of  October  8,  1930.) 

Cottonseed  Must  Be  Fumigated 

Each  shipment  of  cottonseed  offered  for  entry  into  Salvador  must  be  accom- 
panied by  an  official  certificate  affirming  that  it  has  been  duly  fumigated. 

If  such  a  shipment  is  not  accompanied*  by  a  fumigation  certificate  its  fumi- 
gation at  the  port  of  entry  may  be  required,  at  the  expense  of  the  consignee, 
before  being  withdrawn  from  the  dock.  To  facilitate  fumigation  cottonseed 
shall  be  entered  only  through  the  port  of  La  Libertad.  (Decree  of  Januarv 
23,  1924.) 

Importation  of  Coffee  Stems.   Shrubs,  and  Seeds  Prohibited 

To  prevent  the  introduction  of  certain  diseases  affecting  coffee  plantations 
in  other  countries,  the  importation  of  coffee  stems,  shrubs,  or  seeds  into  Salva- 
dor has  been  indefinitely  prohibited.      (Executive  decree  of  February  7,  1925.) 


SUMMARY  OF  MEXICAN  PLANT  QUARANTINE  DECREES  AND  REGULATIONS 

P.  Q.  C  A.— 284.     Supplement  No.  1. 

Amendment  to  Exterior  Quarantine  No.  8 — Wheat 

June  22,  1931. 
The  presidential  decree  of  March  5.  1931,  as  published  in  the  "  Diario  Oficial " 
of  March  6,  1931.  amends  Exterior  Quarantine  No.  8  by  prohibiting  absolutely 
the  importation  of  all  species  and  varieties  of  wheat  (Triticum)  into  Mexico, 
as  a  precaution  against  the  introduction  into  that  country  of  the  flag  smut 
disease,  Urocystis  tritici,  and  the  take-all  disease.  Ophiooolus  graminis: 

Article  1.  An  absolute  quarantine  is  established  against  all  species  and  varieties  of 
wheat. 

Art.  2.  The  importation  of  wheat  into  this  country  (Mexico)  can  be  permitted  only 
by  special  permit  and  only  when  devoted  to  scientific  study  or  work,  the  necessary  precau- 
tions prescribed  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Public  Works  (Secretaria  de  Agri- 
cultura  y  Fomento),  through  the  Federal  Office  of  Agricultural  Protection  (Oficina  Federal 
para  la  Defensa  Agricola),  being  observed. 

Art.  3    Penalty  clause.

SUMMARY  OF  MEXICAN  PLANT   QUARANTINE   DECREES  AND  REGULATIONS 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 284.     Supplement  No.  2. 

Exterior  Quarantine  No.  11 

corn,  broomcorn,   sorghum,  sudan  grass,   straw,  etc. 

June  22,  1931. 
The  presidential  decree  of  March  25,  1931.  as  published  in  the  "  Diario  Oficial" 
of  March  28,  1931,  promulgates  Absolute  Exterior  Quarantine  No.  11.  prohibiting 
the  importation  into  the  Mexican  Republic  of  the  products  named  therein  as  a 
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precaution   against    the   introduction    of   the    European    corn   borer,    Pyrausta 
nubilalis  Hubn.     The  text  of  the  quarantine  follows : 

Article  1.  An  absolute  exterior  quarantine  is  established,  in  accordance  with  chapter 
5  of  Regulations  of  Agricultural  Sanitary  Police  against  the  importation  of  : 

(a)  Grain  corn,  corn  in  the  ear,  green  corn  in  the,  ear,  and  all  parts  of  the  plant 
(stems,  leaves,  etc.). 

(&)    Broomcorn,  including  all  parts  of  tbe  plant. 

(c)  All  varieties  of  sorghum,  including  all  parts  of  the  plant. 

(d)  Sudan  grass,  including  all  parts  of  the  plant. 

(e)  Celery  and  rhubarb,  dry  or  fresh,  and  beets  with  leaves. 

(f)  Cut  flowers  or  entire' plants  of  chrysanthemum,  aster,  cosmos,  zinnia,  mallow, 
hortensia.  and  cut  flowers  or  entire  plants,  except  the  bulbs  without  stems,  of  gladiolus 
and  dahlia. 

(g)  Straw  of  all  kinds  of  cereals  and  grains,  as  snch,  or  when  used  as  packing. 

Art.  2.  The  importation  of  the  plants  and  agricultural  products  above  mentioned  will 
be  permitted  only  under  a  special  permit  and  only  when  devoted  to  scientific  study  or 
work,  under  precautions  prescribed  by  the.  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Public  Works, 
through  the  Federal  Office  of  Agricultural  Protection. 

Art.  3.  Penalty  clause. 

Art.  4.  As  soon  as  any  unquestionably  efficacious  method  of  sterilization  and  fumiga- 
tion of  plants  and  plant  products  is  found  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Public 
Works  may  be  able  to  modify  the  present  absolute  quarantine  into  a  partial  quarantine.

ENTRY  OF  FROZEN-PACK  FRUIT  PERMITTED 

(Press  notice) 

June  19,  1931. 
Lee  A.  Strong,  Chief,  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration,  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  has  announced  that,  under  permit  and  inspection,  frozen-pack  fruit, 
other  than  avocados  from  Mexico  and  Central  America,  may  enter  the  conti- 
nental United  States  from  all  foreign  countries  and  the  Territories  of  Porto 
Rico  and  Hawaii.  The  fruit  must  be  cooled  to  a  temperature  of  20°  F.  after 
freezing  and  be  at  or  below  this  temperature  in  all  parts  of  the  package  when  it 
is  inspected  before  unloading  at  the  ports  of  entry.  This  method  of  preparing 
fruit  for  market  is  successful  with  soft  fruits  in  some  sections  of  the  United 
States,  and  it  is  believed  that  it  may  be  employed  to  advantage  with  certain 
tropical  fruits.  The  low  temperatures  to  which  the  fruit  is  exposed  by  the 
frozen-pack  process  have  been  found  to  be  highly  effective  in  destroying  the 
maggots  of  fruit  flies  which  may  be  infesting  the  pulp  of  the  fruit. 


THE    IMPORTATION    UNDER    PERMIT    OF    FROZEN-PACK    FRUITS    AUTHORIZED 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 311.  May  8,  1931. 

The  importation  under  permit  of  frozen-pack  fruits  from  all  foreign  countries, 
as  well  as  fruits  similarly  treated  in  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  is  approved  pro- 
vided such  fruits  are  frozen  solid  either  before  or  after  packing  for  shipment 
and  at  the  time  of  arrival  at  the  port  of  entry  are  at  a  temperature  of  20°  F.  or 
below.  This  applies  to  all  fruits  the  entry  of  which  is  governed  by  quarantine 
No.  5,  Mexican  Fruit  Fly  Quarantine;  quarantine  No.  56,  Fruit  and  Vegetable 
Quarantine;  quarantine  No.  13,  Mediterranean  Fruit  Fly  and  Melon  Fly  (domes- 
tic) ;  and  quarantine  No.  58.  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Quarantine  of  Porto  Rico 
(domestic).  The  entry  from  Mexico  and  Central  America  of  whole  frozen 
avocados  is  not  authorized  since  there  are  certain  weevils  which  attack  the  seed 
of  this  fruit  which  may  not  be  killed  by  exposure  to  a  temperature  of  20°  F. 

Frozen-pack  fruits  may  not  be  removed  from  the  vessel  transporting  them  to 
this  country  until  it  has  been  determined  by  representatives  of  the  Plant  Quar- 
antine and  Control  Administration  that  all  parts  of  the  shipment  at  the  time  of 
arrival  registered  a  temperature  of  not  more  than  20°  F.  If  any  part  of  any 
package  in  a  shipment  is  found  to  be  above  20°  F.  unloading  of  the  fruit  will 
not  be  permitted.  Such  fruit  will  remain  on  the  vessel  under  such  conditions 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  representative  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and 
Control  Administration  until  it  reaches  the  required  temperature,  or  else  is 
transported  out  of  the  United  States  on  the  vessel  when  it  departs  from  the 
territorial  waters  of  this  country. 

( Since  the  temperatures  will  be  determined  by  the  means  of  thermometers  pro- 
vision should  be  made  for  easy  access  to  the  interior  of  the  package,  so  as  to 
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avoid  destruction  of  the  container.  It  is  suggested,  therefore,  that  cans  or  casks 
or  other  types  of  packages  of  not  more  than  5-gallon  capacity  be  employed 
wherever  possible. 

Permits  to  enter  frozen-pack  fruits  under  the  conditions  outlined  above  should 
be  requested  in  advance  of  the  proposed  shipment.  This  application  should  in- 
clude information  with  respect  to  the  process  to  be  employed — whether  the  fruit 
is  to  be  frozen  prior  to  or  after  placing  in  the  containers,  and  the  approximate 
length  of  time  that  it  will  be  exposed  to  a  temperature  of  20°  F.  or  below  while 
in  transit.  •  4

A.  S.  HOYT  MADE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF  OF  PLANT  QUARANTINE  AND   CONTROL 

(Press  notice) 

June  29,  1931. 

Avery  S.  Hoyt  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Chief  of  the  Plant  Quarantine 
and  Control  Administration,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  effective 
immediately  (June  29),  Lee  A.  Strong,  chief  of  the  administration,  announced 
to-day. 

Several  months  ago  Mr.  Hoyt  joined  the  administration  in  its  European 
corn  borer  and  Japanese  beetle  work,  but  it  was  not  until  the  latter  part  of 
May  that  he  was  able  to  have  accepted  his  resignation  as  director  of  agriculture 
of  California.  Mr.  Hoyt  qualified  in  the  civil-service  examination  and  accepted 
the  appointment  as  assistant  chief. 

Mr.  Hoyt  has  had  long  experience  in  plant-quarantine  work.  He  entered  the 
port-inspection  service  of  the  State  of  California  in  January,  1912.  He  held 
responsible  posts  in  the  field  of  plant  quarantine  for  several  years,  was  for  a 
period  in  business  for  himself,  and  returned  to  the  California  Department  of 
Agriculture  in  February,  1928.  In  December,  1929,  he  was  made  assistant 
director  of  the  California  Department  of  Agriculture  and  in  February,  1931.  was 
appointed  director. 

Mr.  Hoyt  graduated  from  Pomona  College  where  he  specialized  in  entomology. 
He  is  well  known  in  the  western  part  of  the  United  States  and  comes  to  the 
administration  with  training  and  experience  which  well  fit  him  for  his  work  as 
assistant  chief,  says  Mr.  Strong. 

Mr.  Hoyt  succeeds  to  the  office  vacated  by  S.  A.  Rohwer.  who  was  transferred

PLANTS  AND  PLANT  PRODUCTS,  THE  ENTRY  OF  WHICH  INTO  THE  UNITED  STATES 
IS  RESTRICTED  OR  PROHD3ITED 

Introductory  Note 

The  following  annotated  list  of  plants  and  plant  products,  the  entry  of  which 
into  the  United  States  is  either  restricted  or  prohibited  under  the  authority  of 
the  plant  quarantine  act  of  1912,  is  a  revision  of  the  list  that  was  prepared  in 
1927  at  the  suggestion  of  the  State  Department  for  ready  reference  use  by 
consular  officers  and  others  in  interest.  The  plant  material  affected  by  quaran- 
tines or  restrictive  orders  is  listed  alphabetically  under  the  common  names 
with  a  reference  to  the  quarantine  or  order  concerned,  and  with  subtitles  under 
each  common  name  for  short  paragraphs  listing  the  foreign  countries  involved, 
the  material  covered,  the  exceptions,  if  any,  and  a  brief  discussion  of  the 
reasons  for  the  restrictions. 

United  States  consuls  and  others  in  interest  should  be  cautioned  that  this 
abbreviated  information  is  purely  for  convenience  of  reference  and  that  where 
more  exact  information  is  required  the  specific  order  or  quarantine  and  regula- 
tions thereunder  should  be  consulted.  Copies  of  all  such  orders,  quarantines, 
and  regulations  are  distributed  as  issued  through  the  Department  of  State 
to  all  diplomatic  and  consular  officers  and  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
to  others  in  interest. 

Consular  officers  are  requested  not  to  certify  any  invoices  covering  plants  or 
plant  products,  the  entry  of  which  into  the  United  States  is  restricted,  until 
the  exporter  has  furnished  the  serial  number  of  the  permit  issued  to  tlie 
importer  authorizing  the  importation.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  importer  to  transmit 
the   number   of  his  permit,   by  letter,    cable,    or    otherwise,   to    the   exporter. 
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It  should  be  noted  that  under  the  authority  of  the  plant  quarantine  act 
importations  of  restricted  or  prohibited  plants  and  plant  products  may  be 
made  by  or  through  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  when 
intended  for  scientific  or  experimental  purposes.  So  far  as  possible,  special 
permits  authorizing  such  importations  will  be  issued  in  advance,  but  consular 
officers  are  authorized  to  permit  the  forwarding  of  any  importations  falling 
under  the  purposes  indicated,  when  they  are  clearly  intended  for  and  are 
addressed  to  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C.

Avocado  or  Alligator  Pear.     (Order  February  27,   1914 — nursery   stock  and 
fruit;  quarantine  No.  12 — seed.) 

Countries:  Mexico  and  Central  America. 
Articles:  Fruit,  nursery  stock,  and  seed. 

Fruit:  (a)  Entry  forbidden  of  the  small  purple,  thin-skinned  variety. 
(&)  Entry  permitted  of  the  large,  thick-skinned  varieties  at 
port  of  New  York  only,  under  permit  and  upon  compli- 
ance with  regulations.  (For  restrictions  on  entry  of 
avocado  fruit  from  other  countries,  see  "  Fruits  and 
vegetables  ".) 
Nursery  stock:  Entry  forbidden  if  under  18  months  of  age. 

Entry  permitted  if  over  18  months  of  age,  upon  compli- 
ance with  regulations  under  Quarantine  No.  37.    (For 
restrictions  on  entry  of  avocado  nursery  stock  from 
other    countries,    see   "  Nursery    stock,    plants,    and 
seeds  ".) 
Seed:  Entry  forbidden. 
Object. — To  prevent  the  entry  and  establishment  in  avocado  orchards  of  the 
United  States  of  the  avocado  weevil    (Heilipus  lauri).     These 
prohibitions  and  restrictions  also  serve  to  prevent  the  entry  of 
other  fruit  and  seed  weevils  and  other  insect  pests  subsequently 
determined   as  attacking  the  avocado   in  Mexico   and   Central 
America. 
Bamboo — Living.   (Quarantine  No.  34.) 

Countries:  All  foreign  countries  and  localities. 

Articles:  Entry  forbidden  of  bamboo  plants,  cuttings  and  seeds  capable  of 
propagation,   including  all   genera   and   species   of   the  tribe 
Bambuseae. 
Exceptions:  This  quarantine  does  not  apply  to  bamboo  timber  consisting  of 
the  mature  dried  culms  or  canes  which  are  imported  for 
fishing  rods,  furniture  making,  or  other  purposes,  or  to  any 
kind  of  article  manufactured  from  bamboo,  or  to  bamboo 
shoots  cooked  or  otherwise  preserved. 
Ooject. — To  prevent  the  entry  and  establishment  of  dangerous  plant  dis- 
eases, including  the  bamboo  smut   (Ustilago  shiraiana) ,  which 
attacks  the  young  branches  of  the  plant,   causing  a   witches' 
broom  effect. 
Banana. — Plants.     (Quarantine  No.  31.) 

Countries:  All  foreign  countries  and  localities. 

Articles:  Entry  forbidden  of  all  species  or  varieties  of  banana  plants,  or 

portions  thereof. 
Exception:  The  entry  of  the  fruit  of  the  banana  is  not  restricted  under 
this  quarantine.     A  permit  is,  however,  required  for  entry 
,of  fruit  under  Quarantine  56  (see  "Fruits  and  vegetables"). 
Object. — To  prevent  the  entry  and  establishment  of  the  banana  root  borer 
{Cosmopolites  sordidus  Germar),  which  attacks  all  varieties  of 
banana   plants   and  is  reported   to  be  very   injurious   in   some 
localities. 
Corn    (Indian)    or   Maize,  Broom  corn,    and   Related   Plants.      (Quarantine 
No.  41.) 

Countries:  All  foreign  countries  and  localities. 

Articles:  Entry  forbidden,  in  the  raw  or  unmanufactured  state  of  the 
stalk  and  other  parts,  whether  used  for  packing  or  other  pur- 
poses, of  Indian  corn  or  maize,  broomcorn,  sweet  sorghums, 
grain  sorghums,  Sudan  grass,  Johnson  grass,  sugar  cane,  pearl 
millet,  napier  grass,  Teosinte,  and  Job's  tears. 
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Exception:  Broomcorn  for  manufacturing,  brooms  or  similar  articles  made 
of  broomcorn,  clean  shelled  corn,  and  clean  seed  of  the  other 
plants  covered   in  this   quarantine,  may   be  imported   under 
permit  upon  compliance  with  the  regulations.     Green  sweet 
or   sugar  corn   in   the  ear  may  likewise  be  imported  under 
permit  upon  compliance  with  the  regulations  on  presentation 
of  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  that  the  European  corn  borer  or  other  dangerous 
insects  and  plant  diseases  not  heretofore  widely   prevalent 
or  distributed  within  and  throughout  the  United   States  do 
not  occur  in  the  country  or  locality  from  which  such  material 
is  shipped. 
Object. — To  prevent  the  further  entry  of  the  European  corn  borer  (Pyrausta 
nubilalis  Hubn. ),  already   established  in  limited  areas  of  the 
United    States,    and   to   prevent    the   entry   of   other    dangerous 
insects  and  plant  diseases. 
The  further  spread  of  the  corn  borer  within  the  United  States  is 
being  controlled  under  domestic  quarantine   (No.  43)   and  regu- 
lations thereunder,   which 'restrict  the  interstate  movement   of 
possible  carrying  articles.     This  insect  attacks  a  wide  range  of 
economic  plants,  and  in  the  comparatively  short  period  it  has 
been  established  in  the  United  States,  has  demonstrated  that  it 
is  a  corn  pest  of  prime  importance.     A  single  female  may  lay 
from  350  to  900  eggs  and  as  many  as  311  caterpillars  have  been 
taken  from  four  stalks  in  a  single  hill. 
Corn   (Indian)  or  Maize,  and  Related  Plants.     (Quarantine  No.  24) 

Countries:  Southeastern    Asia     (including    India,    Siam.    Indo-China,    and 

China),     Malayan     Archipelago,     Australia.     New     Zealand, 

Oceania.    Philippine  Islands,    Formosa,    Japan,    and   adjacent 

islands. 

Articles:  Entry  forbidden,  in  the  raw  or  unmanufactured  state,  of  seed  and 

all   other  portions  of  Indian   corn   or   maize,   and   the  closely 

related  plants,   including  all  species  of  Teosinte,   Job's  tears, 

Polytoca.  Chionachne,  and  Sclerachne, 

Exception:  Indian  corn  or  maize  may  be  imported  under  permit  and  upon 

compliance  with  the  regulations.     [Shelled  corn  only.] 
Object. — To  prevent  the  entry  and  establishment  of  downy  mildews  and 
Physoderma    diseases.      In   cases   of   severe   infection  by   these 
diseases,  no  grain  is  produced,  the  plants  withering  and  dying 
before  harvest. 
Cotton.     (Order  of  April  27,  1915.) 

Countries:  All  foreign  countries  and  localities. 

Articles:  Entry  forbidden,  except  under  permit  and  upon  compliance  with 
the  regulations,  of  raw  or  unmanufactured  ginned  cotton,  either 
baled  or  unbaled.  including  all  cotton  which  has  not  been 
woven  or  spun  or  otherwise  manufactured,  such  as  all  forms  of 
cotton  waste,  including  thread  waste,  card  strips,  willowed  fly, 
willowed  picker,  picker  or  blowings,  and  chum  and  cotton  waste, 
in  any  other  form  or  under  any  other  trade  designation,  and 
also  including  secondhand  burlap  or  other  fabric  which  has  been 
used,  or  is  of  the  kinds  ordinarily  used,  for  wrapping  cotton. 
Object. — To  prevent  the  further  entry  of  the  pink  boll  worm  of  cotton  (Pec- 
tinophora  gossypiella).  already  established  in  limited  areas  of 
the  United  States,  and  to  prevent  the  entry  and  establishment  of 
other  injurious  insects. 
The  further  spread  of  the  pink  bollworm  within  the  United  States 
is  being  controlled  under  domestic  quarantine  (No.  52)  and  regu- 
lations thereunder,  which  prohibit  or  restrict  the  interstate 
movement  of  possible  carrying  articles.  This  insect  is  recog- 
nized as  one  of  the  most  injurious  cotton  pests  in  the  world, 
probably  outrivaling  the  cotton-boll  weevil,  which  has  been  esti- 
mated to  cause  an  annual  loss  in  the  United  States  of  more  than 
$200,000,000.  It  is  now  established  in  nearly  all  the  commer- 
cially important  cotton-producing  countries,  in  some  of  which 
it  causes  losses  ranging  from  30  to  50  per  cent  of  the  crop. 
The  worms  may  live  in  cottonseed  for  a  period  of  two  years, 
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and  therefore  may  be  carried  not  only  in  seed  shipments  but 
also  in  seed  which  is  always  more  or  less  present  in  shipments 
of  ginned  and  baled  cotton. 
Cottonseed  and  Cottonseed  Hulls.     (Quarantine  No.  8.) 
Countries:  All  foreign  countries  and  localities. 
Articles:  Entry    forbidden    of   cottonseed    (including  seed   cotton)    of   all 

species  and  varieties,  and  cottonseed  hulls. 
Exception:  Seed  cotton,  cottonseed,  and  cottonseed  hulls  from  the  Imperial 
Valley,  in  the  State  of  Lower  California,  Mexico,  may  be  im- 
•    ported  under  permit  and  upon  compliance  with   the  regu- 
lations. 
Object.— (See  "Cotton.") 
Cottonseed  Products  (Except  Oil).     (Order  of  June  23,  1917.) 
Countries:  All  foreign  countries. 

Articles:  Entry  forbidden  of  cottonseed  cake,  meal,  and  all  other  cotton- 
seed products,  except  oil,  except  under  permit  and  upon  com- 
pliance with  the  regulations.     (See  also  "Cottonseed  Oil.") 
Exception:  These  restrictions  do  not  apply  to  cottonseed  cake,  meal,  oil, 
and   other   cottonseed   products   originating   in   and   shipped 
directly  from  the  Imperial  Valley,  Lower  California,  Mexico. 
Object.—  (See  "Cotton.") 
Cottonseed  Oil.     (Order  of  June  23,  1917.) 
Country:  Mexico. 
Article:  Entry  of  cottonseed  oil  forbidden,  except  under  permit  and  upon 

compliance  with  the  regulations. 
Object.—  (See  "  Cotton.") 
Cotton  Wrappings.     (Order  of  April  27,  1915.) 
Countries:  All  foreign  countries  and  localities. 

Articles:  Entry  forbidden  except  under  permit  and  upon  compliance  with 
the   regulations,    of  secondhand  burlap  or   other  fabric  which 
has  been  used,   or  is  of  the  kinds  ordinarily  used,  for  wrap- 
ping cotton. 
Object.—  (See  "Cotton.") 
Currant — Plants.     (Quarantine  No.  7.) 

Countries:   Europe   and   Asia — all    countries,    Dominion   of   Canada,    and 

Newfoundland. 
Articles:  Entry  forbidden  of  all  species  and  varieties  of  currant  plants. 
(For  restrictions  on  entry  from  other  countries,  see  "Nursery 
stock,  plants,  and  seeds.") 
Object— To    prevent    the    further    entry    of    the    white-pine    blister    rust 
(Cronartium  ribicola  Fischer),   an  injurious  disease  of  white 
pines,  i.  e.,  pines  which  bear  their  needles  in  bundles  of  five 
each,  already  established  in  limited  areas  of  the  United  States. 
The  further  spread  of  this  disease  within  the  United  States  is 
being  controlled  under  domestic  quarantine  (No.  63)   and  regu- 
lations   thereunder,    which    prohibit   or    restrict    the  interstate 
movement  of  white  pines,  and  currant  and  gooseberry  plants. 
It  is  caused  by  a  parasitic  fungus  and  requires  two  distinct 
kinds  of  hosts  to  complete  its  life  cycle ;  namely,  white  pines 
and  either  wild  or  cultivated  currants  and  gooseberries.     This 
disease   was    introduced  into   the   United   States   with   white- 
pine  seedlings  from  Europe. 
Fruits — Citrus.     (Quarantine  No.  28.) 

Countries:  Eastern  and  southeastern  Asia    (including  India,   Siam,  Indo- 
*   China,  and  China),  the  Malayan  Archipelago,  the  Philippine 
Islands,  Oceania  (except  Australia,  Tasmania,  and  New  Zea- 
land), Japan  (including  Formosa  and  other  islands  adjacent 
to  Japan),  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa. 
Articles:  Entry  forbidden  of  all  species  and  varieties  of  citrus  fruits. 
Exceptions:  Oranges  of  the  mandarin  class    (including  satsuma  and  tan- 
gerine varieties)   may  be  imported  under  permit  and  upon 
compliance  with  the  regulations.     ( For  restrictions  on  entry 
of  citrus  fruits  from  other  countries,  see  "  Fruits — Mexican  " 
and  "  Fruits  and  vegetables.") 
Object. — To  prevent  the  entry  and  establishment  of  the  citrus  canker,  one 
of  the  most  pernicious  diseases  of  citrus,  and  other  citrus  dis- 
eases.    Citrus   canker  was  introduced   into   the   United   States 
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about  23  years  ago  and  is  now  believed  to  be  practically,  if  not 
entirely,  eradicated.  The  cost  of  such  eradication  to  the  Federal 
Government  and  the  Gulf  States,  including  losses  of  individuals, 
has  probably  been  at  least  $20,000,000— covering  funds  expended 
in  control  and  the  value  of  orchards  which  were  burned. 
Fruits — Mexican.  (Quarantine  No.  5.) 
Country:  Mexico. 

Articles:  Entry   forbidden   of   oranges,    sweet   limes,    grapefruit,    mangoes, 

achras  sapotes,  peaches,  guavas,  and  plums.     (For  restrictions 

on  entry  of  other  fruits,  see  "Avocado  or  alligator  pear  "  and 

"Fruits  and  vegetables.") 

Object. — To  prevent  the  entry  and  establishment  of  the  Mexican  fruit  fly 

(Trypeta  ludens),  a  very  injurious  fruit  pest  of  Mexico,  which 

is  also  known  as  the  Mexican  orange  maggot  or  Morelos  orange 

fruit  worm.     The  tunneling  of  the  maggots-  in  the  pulp  of  the 

fruit  causes  decay  to  develop,  rendering  it  unfit  for  consumption. 

Fruits  and  Vegetables.     (Quarantine  No.  56.) 

Countries:  All  foreign  countries   and  .localities  other  than  the  Dominion 

of  Canada. 
Articles:  Entry  forbidden,    except  as  provided   in  the  regulations,   of  all 
fruits  and  vegetables  not  the  subject  of  special  quarantines  or 
other  restrictive  orders,  and  of  plants  or  portions  of  plants  used 
as  packing  material  in  connection  with  shipments  of  such  fruits 
and  vegetables.      (For  specific  quarantines,  placing  additional 
restrictions    on    entry    of    certain    fruits    and    vegetables,    see 
"Avocado  or  alligator  pear,"   "  Fruits — Citrus,"  "  Fruits — Mexi- 
can," "Potatoes — Irish,"  and  "Potatoes    (sweet)    and  yams.") 
Object. — To  prevent  the  entry  and  establishment  of  certain  injurious  in- 
sects, including  fruit  and  melon  flies    (Trypetidae) .     The  most 
injurious  of  these  fruit  flies  is  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly,  which 
attacks  practically  every  fruit  crop  of  value  to  man.    This  insect 
is  established  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  and  fruit  subject  to 
infestation  is  excluded  from  the  mainland  under  domestic  quar- 
antine   (No.    13).     Another  injurious   insect,    the  West   Indian 
fruit  fly,  is  established  in  the  Territory  of  Porto  Rico,  and  fruit 
subject  to  infestation  is  similarly  excluded  from  the  mainland 
under  domestic  quarantine  (No.  58.) 
Gooseberry — Plants.     (Quarantine  No.  7.) 

Countries:  Europe    and    Asia — all    countries,    Dominion    of    Canada,    and 

Newfoundland. 
Articles:  Entry  forbidden  of  all  species  and  varieties  of  gooseberry  plants. 
(For  restrictions  on  entry  from  other  countries,  see  "Nursery 
stock,  plants,  and  seeds.") 
Object. —  (See  "  Currant — plants.") 
Maize  and  Related  Plants. 

Note. — See   "Corn    (Indian)    or   maize,    and   related   plants."    and    "Corn 
(Indian)  or  maize,  broomcorn,  and  related  plants." 
Nursery  Stock — Citrus.     (Quarantine  No.  19.) 

Countries:  All  foreign  countries  and  localities. 

Articles:  Entry    forbidden    of    all    citrus    nursery    stock,    including    buds, 

scions,  and  seeds. 
Object— (See  "  Fruits— Citrus.") 
Nursery  Stock,  Plants,  and  Seeds.     (Quarantine  No.  37.) 
Countries:  All  foreign  countries  and  localities. 

Articles:  Entry  forbidden,  except  as  provided  in  the  regulations,  of  nursery 
stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds.  Under  this  quarantine  the 
following  plants  and  plant  products  may  be  imported  without 
restriction  when  free  from  sand,  soil,  or  earth,  unless  cov- 
ered by  special  quarantine  or  other  restrictive  orders :  Plant 
products  capable  of  propagation,  imported  for  medicinal,  food, 
or  manufacturing  purposes,  and  field,  vegetable,  and  flower 
seeds.  The  entry  of  the  following  nursery  stock  and  other 
plants  and  seeds  is  permitted  under  permit  : 

(1)   Bulbs,   conns,    or   root   stocks    (pips)    of   the  following 
genera:  Lilium    (lily),  Convallaria   (lily  of  the  valley),  Hya- 
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cinthus  (hyacinth).  Tulipa  (tulip),  and  Crocus;  and,  until 
further    notice,     Chionodoxa     (glory-of-the-snow),     Galanthus 

(snowdrop),  Scilla  (squill),  Fritillaria  imperialis  (crown  im- 
perial).    Fr  Miliaria     meleagris     (guinea-hen-flower),     Muscari 

(grape  hyacinth),  Ixia,  and  Eranthis  (winter  aconite). 

(2)  Stocks,  cuttings,  scions,  and  buds  of  fruits  or  nuts;  ex- 
cept apple,  pear,  quince,  and  Mazzard  cherry  stocks  which 
may  not  be  imported  under  permit  or  otherwise ;  other  fruit 
and  nut  stocks,  including  Mahaleb  cherry  and  Myrobalan 
plum,  may  not  be  imported  under  permit  or  otherwise  after 
June  30,  1931. 

(3)  Rose  stocks,  including  Manetti,  Multiflora,  Brier  Rose, 
and,  and  Rosa  Rugosa. 

(4)  Nuts,  including  palm  seeds  for  growing  purposes:  Pro^- 
vided,  That  such  nuts  or  seeds  shall  be  free  from  pulp. 

(5)  Seeds  of  fruit,  forest,  ornamental,  and  shade  trees,  seeds 
of  deciduous  and  evergreen  ornamental  shrubs,  and  seeds  of 
hardy  prerennial  plants :  Provided,  That  such  seeds  shall  be 
free  from  pulp:  Provided  further,  That  mango  seeds  may  not 
be  imported  under  permit  or  otherwise,  and  that  elm  (Ulmus 
spp.)  seeds  may  not  be  imported  from  Europe  under  permit  or 
otherwise. 

Importations  from  countries  not  maintaining  inspection  of 
nursery  stock,  other  plants  and  parts  of  plants,  including  seeds, 
the  entry  of  which  is  permissible  under  this  regulation,  may 
be  made  under  permit  upon  compliance  with  these  regulations 
in  limited  quantities  for  public-service  purposes  only,  but  this 
limitation  shall  not  apply  to  tree  seeds. 

Provision  is  also  made  for  the  issuance  of  special  permits 
under  safeguards  to  be  prescribed  in  such  permits  for  the  entry 
in  limited  quantities  of  nursery  stock   and  other  plants  and 
seeds   not  covered  in  the  preceding  lists   for  the  purpose  of 
keeping  the  country  supplied  with  new  varieties  and  necessary 
propagating  stock. 
Object. — To  prevent  the  entry  and  establishment    (or  further  entry  and 
establishment)    of   certain   injurious   insects   and   fungous   dis- 
eases.    Among  these  are  such  destructive  pests  as  the  gipsy 
moth  and  brown-tail  moth,  the  Japanese  beetle,  the  Oriental 
fruit   moth,    the   ermine   moth,    the   satin    moth,    the   gold-tail 
moth,  the  chestnut  bark  disease,  the  Douglas  fir  canker,  etc. 
Note. — This  quarantine  does  not  apply  to  nursery  stock  and  other  plants 
and   seeds   covered   by   special   quarantines.      (See   "Avocado    or 
alligator  pear,"  "  Bamboo,"  "  Banana  plants,"  "  Currant  plants," 
"  Gooseberry    plants,"     "  Nursery    stock— Citrus,"     "  Pines — Five- 
leafed,"  "  Pines-^European,"  "  Stocks,  cuttings,  scions,  and  buds 
of  fruit,"  and  "  Sugar  cane." 
Pines — Five-leafed.     (Quarantine  No.  7.) 

Countries:  Europe  and  Asia — all  countries,  Dominion  of  Canada  and  New- 
foundland. 
Articles:  Entry  forbidden  of  five-leafed  pines,  i,  e.,  pines  which  bear  their 
needles  in  bundles  of  five  each.     (For  restrictions  on  entry  from 
other  countries,  see  "  Nursery  stock,  plants,  and  seeds."     See 
also  "Pines — European.") 
Object. —  (See  "  Currant — Plants.") 
Pines. — European.     (Quarantine  No.  20.) 

Countries:  All  European  countries  and  localities. 

Articles:  Entry  forbidden  of  all  pines  other  than  five-leafed  pines.  (For 
restrictions  on  entry  of  five-leafed  pines,  see  "  Pines — Five- 
leafed."  For  restrictions  on  entry  from  other  countries  and 
localities,  see  "Nursery  stock,  plants,  and  seeds.") 
Object. — To  prevent  the  entry  and  establishment  of  the  European  pine 
shoot  moth  (Evetria  buoliana),  one  of  the  most  injurious  insects 
to  pine  forests  in  Europe.  The  caterpillars  destroy  the  young 
buds  and  shoots  and  cause  malformation  of  the  plants,  perma- 
nently disfiguring  them. 
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Potatoes — Irish.     ( Quarantine  No.  3  ;  order  of  December  22,  1913. ) 

Countries:  (1)    Newfoundland,    the   islands   of    St.    Pierre   and   Miquelon, 
Great  Britain  (including  England,  Scotland,  Wales,  and  Ire- 
land), Germany,  and  Austria-Hungary ;  (2)  all  other  foreign 
countries. 
Articles:  Entry  forbidden  from  countries   (1)   of  the  common  or  Irish  po- 
tato and  its  horticultural  varieties. 
Entry  forbidden  except  under  permit  and  upon  compliance  with 
the  regulations  from  countries  (2). 
Object. — To  prevent  the  entry  and  establishment  of  injurious  potato  dis- 
eases, including  the  potato  wart    {Synchytrium  endobioticum) 
and  the  powdery  scab  (Spongospora'subterranea) ,  and  injurious 
insect  pests.     The  potato  wart  is  one  of  the  most  serious  dis- 
eases of  the  tuber,  and  is  characterized  by  wartlike  growths 
varying  in  size  from  small  nodules  feo  masses  larger  than  the 
tubers  on  which  they  are  borne. 
Note. — The  importation  of  potatoes  is  now  authorized  from  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  Bermuda,  Cuba,  Dominican  Republic,  and  Estonia,  and 
from   the    States    of   Chihuahua   and    Sonora   and   the    Imperial 
Valley  of  Lower  California,  Mexico. 
No  restrictions  whatever  are  placed  on  the  importation  of  potatoes 
from  any  foreign  country  into  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  for  local 
use  only,   and   from   the  Dominion   of   Canada   into  the   United 
States  or  any  of  its  Territories  or  Districts. 
Potatoes  (Sweet)  and  Yams.     (Quarantine  No.  29.) 
Countries:  All  foreign  countries  and  localities. 

Articles:  Entry  forbidden  of  all  varieties  of  sweet  potatoes  and  yams. 
Object. — To  prevent  the  entry  and  establishment  (or  further  entry  and 
establishment)  of  sweet  potato  weevils  (Cylas  spp.)  and  of  the 
sweet  potato  scarabee  (Euscepes  batatae),  which  is  not  known 
to  occur  in  the  United  States.  These  insects  attack  both  the 
sweet  potato  and  yam  tubers,  rendering  them  unfit  for  con- 
sumption. Owing  to  the  presence  of  these  insects  in  the  Terri- 
tories of  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  sweet  potatoes  and  yams  are 
excluded  from  the  mainland  under  domestic  quarantine  (No.  30). 
Rice — -Seed  or  paddy.     (Quarantine  No.  55.) 

Countries:  All  foreign  countries  and  localities. 
Articles:  Entry  forbidden  of  seed  or  paddy  (unhusked)  rice. 
Exceptions:  Seed  or  paddy  rice  may  be  imported  from  Mexico  under  per- 
mit and  upon  compliance  with  the  regulations. 
This  quarantine  does  not  apply  to  husked  or  polished  rice  im- 
ported for  food  purposes. 
Object. — To  prevent  the  entry  and  establishment  of  injurious  fungous  dis- 
eases   of    rice,    including    downy    mildew    (Sclerospora    macro- 
carpa),    leaf-smut    (Entyloma   oryzae),    blight    {Oospora    oryz- 
torum),  and  glume  blotch  (Melanomma  glumarum),  as  well  as 
injurious  insect  pests. 
Stocks,  Cuttings,  Scions,  and  Buds  of  Fruits.     (Quarantine  No.  44.) 

Countries:  Asia,   Japan,   the   Philippine   Islands,   and   Oceania    (including 

Australia  and  New  Zealand). 
Articles:  Entry  forbidden,  except  as  provided  in  the  quarantine,  of  stocks, 
cuttings,  scions,   and  buds  of  fruits  for  or  capable  of  propa- 
gation.    (For   restrictions   on   entry  from   other  countries,   see 
"Avocado    or    alligator    pear,"    "  Banana    plants,"     "  Nursery 
stock — Citrus,"  and  "  Nursery  stock,  plants,  and  seeds." 
Object. — To  prevent  the  entry  of  injurious  plant  diseases,  including  Japa- 
nese apple  cankers,  blister  blight,  and  rusts,  as  well  as  injurious 
insect  pests,  including  the  oriental  fruit  moth,  the  pear  fruit 
borer,  and  the  apple  moth. 
Sugar  Cane. — Living.     (Quarantine  No.  15.) 
Countries:  All  foreign  countries. 

Articles:  Entry  forbidden  of  living  canes  of  sugar  cane,   or  cuttings  or 

parts  thereof.     (For  restrictions  on  entry  of  sugar  cane  seed, 

see  "Corn  (Indian)  or  maize,  broomcorn,  and  related  plants.") 

Object, — To  prevent  the  entry  and  establishment  of  injurious  insects  and 

dangerous  diseases  of  the  sugar  cane.     Some  of  the  more  im- 
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pbrtant  of  the  insects  are  the  sugar  cane  froghoppers,   sugar 
cane  leafhoppers,  West  Indian  sugar  cane  root  borer,  and  the 
sugar  cane  borer.     Among  the  diseases  are  the  Fiji  disease, 
Sereh,  downy  mildews,  pineapple  or  black-rot  disease,  and  the 
mosiac  or  yellow-stripe  disease.     Owing  to  the  presence  in  the 
Territories   of   Hawaii   and  Porto  Rico  of  some  of  the  pests 
listed  above,  the  shipment  of  sugar  cane  to  the  mainland  is 
forbidden  under  domestic  quarantine  (No'.  16). 
Note. — There  are  no  Federal  quarantine  restrictions  on  the  entry  of  such 
material  into  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico. 
Vegetables. 

Note. — See    "  Fruits   and   vegetables,"    "  Potatoes — Irish,"    and    "  Potatoes 
(sweet)  and  yams." 
Wheat  and  Wheat  Products.     (Quarantine  No.  59.) 

Countries:  India,  Japan,  China,  Australia,  Union  of  South  Africa,  Italy, 

and  Spain. 
Articles:  Entry  forbidden  of  all  species  and  varieties  of  wheat   (Triticum 
spp.)   and  wheat  products,  unless  so  milled  or  so  processed  as 
to  have  destroyed  all  flag-smut  spores. 
Object. — To  prevent  the  entry  and  establishment  of  the  flag-smut  disease 
(Vrocystis  tritioi  Kcke.).     This  is  a  destructive  disease,  caus- 
ing at  times  losses  in  the  wheat  crop  ranging  from  10  to  25  per 
cent.    It  is  spread  by  spores  carried  on  the  seed  of  wheat. 
Yams. 

Note. — See  "  Potatoes  (sweet)   and  yams." 


PENALTIES  IMPOSED  FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  THE   PLANT 
QUARANTINE  ACT 

According  to  reports  received  by  the  administration  during  the  period  April  1 
to  June  30,  1931,  penalties  have  recently  been  imposed  by  the  proper  Federal 
authorities  for  violations  of  the  plant  quarantine  act,  as  follows : 


DISTRICT   OF   COLUMBIA  PLANT  REGULATIONS 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  the  American  Bulb  Company,  Chicago, 
111.,  in  the  interstate  shipment  into  the  District  of  Columbia,  from  a  point  out- 
side thereof,  of  11  crates  of  rose  plants  without  the  State  nursery  inspection 
certificate  required  by  the  regulations,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was 
fined  $25.     (Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  433.) 


MEDITERRANEAN  FRUIT-FLY  QUARANTINE 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Neil  Mollenhauer  (The  Overland  Express 
Co.),  Enid,  Okla.,  in  the  interstate  transportation  of  Florida-grown  grapefruit 
and  tomatoes  in  violation  of  the  regulations,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and 
was  fined  $75. 

JAPANESE-BEETLE    QUARANTINE 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  August  S.  Hoeffer,  New  Market,  N.  J., 
doing  business  as  the  New  Market  Perennial  Gardens,  in  the  interstate  ship- 
ment of  25  aster  plants  from  a  point  in  the  regulated  area  to  a  point  outside 
thereof,  without  inspection  and  certification,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and 
was  fined  $200.     (Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  397.) 


SWEETPOTATO   AND  YAM  QUARANTINE    (FOREIGN) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Glenn  O.  Tibbetts,  master  of  the  British 
Schooner  Arthur  J.  Balfour,  in  attempting  to  smuggle  in  through  the  port  of 
Mobile,  Ala.,  eight  Jamaican  yams,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined 
$20  by  the  collector  of  customs. 
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WHITE   PINE   BLISTER-RUST   QUARANTINE 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  the  Jewell  Nursery  Co.,  Lake  City,  Minn., 
in  the  interstate  shipment  of  two  mountain  currant  plants  in  violation  of  the 
regulations,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $10.  (Plant  Quaran- 
tine Case  No.  439.)
